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EDITORIAL

“T have always imagined that par- 
adise will be a kind of library” (Jorge 
Luis Borges). If you, good reader, sub- 
scribe to Mr. Borges’ general philoso- 
phy, then this could be a great month 
to be alive. Winter is just about over 
and done with...March Madness is 
over (good for at least three fights in 
our household over control of the main 
T.V. set at a critical time)...and as you 
read this, it will be just about time for 
the Celebrated Hickory Ground Hog 
and Egg Shoot which more or less sig- 
nals the end of winter on the Eastern 
seaboard. And...there are two major 
book announcements in this particular 
issue. 

First is the formal introductory 
offer of the awaited “The Benchrest 
Shooting Primer”, with a full page 
advertisement skillfully hidden else- 
where in these hallowed pages (hint: 
try page 57). Four hundred and twen- 
ty pages, one hundred and eighty two 
articles...the very best benchrest arti- 
cles from the 1982-1996 years here at 
Precision Shooting. Benchrest shoot- 
ing, as well as reloading for benchrest 
are covered in great detail and many of 
our most popular question-and-answer 
forums are brought back for a much- 
requested curtain call. We have mere- 
ly mentioned the upcoming book in 
passing in a previous editorial com- 
ment or two, but that was good for a 
couple hundred orders and those books 
have already been shipped. The input 
received here has been to the effect of 
“Your best book to date”. Flattery is of 
course always well received here, and 
far be it from us to wish to argue that 
opinion. When all is said and done, 


this is really only the third benchrest 
book per se to come to publication in 
recent years. The first book was 
Warren Page’s classic work, “The 
Accurate Rifle” (1973), and second 
was Glenn Newick’s “The Ultimate in 
Rifle Accuracy” (1989). (Note that the 
five earlier editions of “The Ultimate 
in Rifle Precision” (1949-1950-1951- 
1954-1958) are now so outdated that 
they are of practical interest only to the 
dyed-in-the-wool historian of the 
sport). For these fifteen years (1982- 
1996) most of the Benchrest Hall of 
Fame shooters made a number of 
appearances in our pages, as well as 
most of the Benchrest Shooter of The 
Year winners...to say nothing of many 
of the leading gunsmiths and shooters 
of the era. We printed only 3,000 
copies for our first run, and I have a 
funny feeling that we underestimated 
our market. (Translation: order now 
while the going’s good). 

And the second BIG _ book 
announcement this month is the news 
that the long rumored “‘second” Carlos 
Hathcock book is now available. 
Authored by Norm Chandler and 
Rocky Chandler, the co-authors of the 
very successful “Death From Afar” 
series on the Scout-Sniper program of 
the US Marine Corps, this book is 
written by Mr. Hathcock’s close 
friends of a score of years, with access 
to papers, photos and memories never 
before made available. Norm 
Chandler is very close to Carlos 
Hathcock; this is no two-day-inter- 
view-and-I’m-out-of-here...they shot 
together on the Marine Corps Rifle 
Team, and they are just about neigh- 


bors today. Precision Shooting will be 
the sole outlet for a special edition 
autographed by both the author and 
Carlos Hathcock himself. We have an 
initial supply of 1000 autographed 
copies of the special edition. We are 
attempting to secure additional copies, 
but just how many, as well as “when”, 
cannot be clearly established at press- 
time here. If you will turn to page 58 
in this issue, you will find the two page 
advertisement announcing the new 
Hathcock book. A word to the 
wise...we sold over 1700 autographed 
copies of the “first” Hathcock book, 
Marine Sniper. And...how many auto- 
graphed copies of the new book did we 
tell you we have on_ hand??? 
(Hint...less than 1700...) 

A NORMA 6BR AT_ 1000 
YARDS. PS subscriber Pete Forras, of 
Renton, Washington, ended up for a 
while in our booth at the SHOT Show 
( No big surprise in that; reliable sta- 
tistics show that 57.3% of the known 
civilized population was in our booth 
at-one-time-or-another...or maybe it 
only seemed that way). Everybody 
that came by had a story of one sort or 
another to tell...’"Once upon a time 
there were three bears...” ...."It was a 
dark and stormy night on the English 
Channel...”...that sort of thing. 
Somewhat akin to  Chaucer’s 
Canterbury Tales...you were seeming- 
ly a nobody if you had not brought a 
good story with you. If “a good story” 
was the criteria for acceptance in the 
company of the 29 pilgrims that met in 
the Tabard Inn in Southwark (in 
Chaucer’s tale), then the good Mr. 
Forras would have been promptly 
made welcome. 

Mr. Forras had his first exposure to 
the diminitive Norma 6BR when he 
“fell in with evil companions” at the 
Reno .50 caliber 1000 yard matches in 
early 1996 (For “evil companions”, we 
suggest Roger Johnston of NECO 
and Pat Gamman of Gamco, as two 
excellent examples). Sometime that 
evening Mr. Forras found himself con- 
templating his first ever exposure to a 
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real, live Norma 6BR cartridge, complete with a Berger 
105 grain VLD bullet, moly coated of course. It just so 
happened that the evil companions had computer printouts 
with them...here, take a look at the performance of this car- 
tridge...2920 feet per second with the 105 grain Berger bul- 
let, pushed along by a certain amount of Reloader 
15... Trajectory identical to the .300 Winchester Magnum at 
600 yards...only three more minutes of elevation needed at 
1000 yards...and a heck of a lot more pleasant to shoot than 
that fire-breathing magnum. We have no idea if strong 
spirits were served at the dinner table that evening. What 
we do know is that: A) Mr. Forras borrowed Mr. 
Gamman’s switch-barrel 6BR rifle. B) Mr. Forras 
announced his intention of shooting the 6BR at the North 
Carolina 1000 yard matches just two weeks away. C) Mr. 
Forras persuaded Jeff Huber of Lightforce scopes to loan 
him a 12.5 x 42 scope for the occasion (Mr. Huber, it 
seems, in an injudicious moment, was seated at the same 
table at the time). D) Mr. Forras persuaded Mr. Huber to 
accompany him to North Carolina (It is possible of course 
that Mr. Huber merely wished to keep his eye on his scope. 
It is also possible that neither Mr. Forras nor Mr. Huber 
realized just how far away North Carolina was located 
from the state of Washington. No matter. In for a penny, 
in for a pound...). As we said earlier here, we have no idea 
if strong spirits were in evidence at the dinner table...but is 
the sort of idea that seems to make a lot of sense, to us at 
least, when the wine is flowing red... 

In the ensuing two weeks (in no particular order) Mr. 
Forras...A) Received a UPS overnight package from Pat 
Gamman, with all the needed loading tools. B) Persuaded 
Berger Bullets that he was going-to-die-right-here-on-the- 
floor if he could not get a thousand bullets overnighted to 
him. C) Tested two hundred of the Berger Bullets on his 
“Vern Juenke machine” (PS advertiser-The Accuracy Den), 
and came up with readings of 3 deviations or less (Note 
that PS columnist Dick Wright considers 5 deviations or 
less to be suitable for firing at the Super Shoot). Mr. Forras 
ordered more Berger bullets, because this just might be a 
miracle lot. He was told that it was an “average” lot. We 
think that Mr. Forras then ordered more Berger bullets, but 
we’re not certain. C) Persuaded NECO that he was going- 
to-die-right-here-on-the-floor if he could not get a hundred 
Norma 6BR cases overnighted to him. After checking the 
hundred cases with his NECO concentricity gauge, he 
found that it was just about a total waste of time because 
the cases as received were better than cases he had spent 
hours selecting and working on for benchrest competi- 
tion...Mr. Forras called NECO and ordered another 800 
cases, because this just might be a miracle lot. He was told

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that it was an average lot. D) Had time 
for some brief range testing, and found 
himself shooting five shot, 100 yard 
groups “under 2/10ths”. Mr. Forras 
called Mr. Gamman who treated this as 
routine information. EE) Mr. Forras 
leaves on a great-silver-bird (complete 
with Mr. Huber), and the airline, as 
advertised, successfully finds North 
Carolina. Mr. Forras and Mr. Huber 
successfully find the North Carolina 
range, although they are not specific 
on the time or effort that took. F) Mr. 
Forras is introduced to Bruce Baer. G) 
Mr. Forras tells Mr. Baer that he is 
going to fire a 6BR at the 1000 yard 
match. H) Mr. Baer asks Mr. Forras 
how the gun has been shooting at 1000 
yards “‘at home”. I) Mr. Forras admits 
that he has not shot the gun at a range 
over 200 yards. J) After pondering 
this, Mr. Baer asks Mr. Forras if he 
would “like a little help”. K) After 
considering the offer for two nanosec- 
onds, Mr. Forras says “Hell, yes”, or 
words to that effect. L) According to 
Mr. Forras...’Bruce grabbed ahold of 
the adjusting knobs, and just cranked 
away at the elevation, seemingly for an 
hour or so. Then be added a bit of 
windage, and said ‘Try ‘er’. At the 
North Carolina range they have orange 
flourescent clay pigeons in the bank 
below the targets, so you can observe 
bullet strike while sighting-in. Mr. 
Forras’ first shot struck ‘“‘a foot left and 
a little low”. A couple of clicks, and a 
clay pigeon disappeared with the next 
shot. Considering that Mr. Baer did all 
the adjusting knob clicking while 
studying the flight pattern of birds fly- 
ing overhead, and exchanging pleas- 
antries with passer-bys...with a rifle 
and scope that he had never seen 
before...and Pete’s first shot was with- 
in a foot of his aiming point (at 1000 
yards)...Mr. Forras was... well... 
*impressed” would be as good as word 
as any. (Background for Mr. Baer’s 
presence at North Carolina. He had 
just finished up a gun for himself a day 
or so before the match. (The shoe- 


maker’s children...). Essentially it was 
a 6.5 Gibbs, shooting Bob Cauterucio 
bullets. After finishing things up, Mr. 
Baer went off to his range for a little 
testing at 100 yards, just to see about 
things generally. The first group mea- 
sured .162. The second test group was 
“about the same”. Off to North 
Carolina he went. Most people would 
feel this was a halfway decent shooting 
6.5 Gibbs). Where were we, anyway? 
Oh yes... L) To wind this little tale 
down, in the GAMCO-built switch 
barrel rifle (that was never intended to 


be a bench gun; it was built primarily 
for offhand use), the little 6BR turned 
in a 14 inch group, with four of the five 
shots well under 9 inches. On the sec- 
ond day Mr. Forras won his relay, with 
a group a bit under 14 inches, and 
again four of the five shots around 8 
inches. 

What could he do with a “real” 
benchrest-built rifle set up for the 
Norma 6BR? We don’t know. But 
Pete is having that gun built right now!

ize and actually have a normal lunch. It 
allows the individual to enjoy 10 days of 
fierce competition but not come home 
needing a vacation.

Due to the efforts of several folks on both 
sides of the border, especially Jim 
Thompson of Canada and Bill Wylde of 
the US, as well as the personal support of 
Dave Brennan, our esteemed editor, last 
year’s events in Canada enjoyed more 
widespread publicity. Consequently, over 
25 US shooters crossed the border to par- 
ticipate in 1996. This was a major leap in 
the number of US participants but, I gotta 
tell you folks, those of you who weren’t 
there missed a great experience. 

This particular year saw several other 
“firsts’” in the Championships. In order 
to increase the amount of shooting avail- 
able for a competitor three new matches 
were established. These preceded the 
beginning of the Grand Aggregate, which 
is the Canadian version of our National 
Championship. The events included a 
.223/5.56 match which consisted of 90 
rounds being fired at distances ranging 
from 300 to 900 meters. It was excep- 
tionally challenging and enjoyed a fair 
turnout of shooters, mainly Canadian, and 
was won Paul Tremblay, a member of the 
Canadian Palma Team with a score of 
437.57 from a possible 450.90. 

As an aside, in Canada as well as the 
other Commonwealth countries, they still 
use the V-bull target. Some might 
remember that the V-Bull has a maximum 
point value of “5” instead of the US “10” 
and instead of an “X-Ring” the target cen- 
ter has a “V-Bull.”’ Consequently scores 
are reported similar to ours but, if you 
look above at Paul Tremblay’s winning 
score of 437.57, this is a point value of 
437 points (maximum was 450 points cal- 
culated as 90 shots at five points each) 
with 57 “V’s.” The aiming black is larg- 
er than our targets and the new shooter 
can be lulled into a sense of complacency 
if he or she shoots a “4” and thinks, “oh 
well, but I only dropped one point.” In 
reality that is like shooting a “7” on our 
target and trust me, with the level of com- 
petition at the Canadian matches you now 
have a problem. 

OK, back to the story. The next “new” 
match was the Dominion of Canada Rifle 
Association (DCRA) Long’ Range 
Challenge Match. This was an F-Class 
match conducted over two days with 80 
shots fired at 900 meters (1,000 yards). 
For those of you who may not be familiar

with F-Class, this is a category which 
allows any rifle/caliber (up to 8mm but no 
magnums), scopes, front rests and rear 
sand bags. 

This match enjoyed a good turnout of 
shooters and was won by Richard Vesy of 
Ohio who fired a score of 393.59 out of a 
possible 400.80 and received a $1,500

prize along with the Col. Edwards Cup 
and Gold Medal. In an interesting turn of 
events, the second place Silver Medal was 
won by this author with a score one point 
behind Vesy and the third place Bronze 
Medal was won by Al Warner, of the 
famous (and magnificent) Warner rear 
sights, who was one point behind me.

Meanwhile, one point behind Al was Bill 
Wylde of Illinois and the top four finish- 
es, all separated by one point, were US 
shooters! We’re hoping to accomplish the 
same feat this year but hopefully, from 
my perspective, not in the same order 
and, yes, all the Canadians were good 
sports about this. 

The last new match was a 60 shot 300 
meter UIT/ISU match which was fired 
over two days and won by Jim Bullock of 
Cheltenham, Ontario with a score of 1182 
in F-Class and Gail Stewart in the TR 
(Target rifle) class with a score of 1173. 
Again, as background, “TR” is the “target 
rifle” class which is the “classic” bolt 
action, metallic sights, max weight 6.5 
kilos and a trigger pull of 1.5 kilos. 
Finally, in the area of “first time events” 
competitor-provided handloaded ammo 
was allowed. This resulted in some 
exceptionally high scores and as a result 
the DCRA has decided to reduce the size 
of the inner V-Bull ring for the 1997 
matches. Handloading is new to many 
Canadians and they are still not complete- 
ly comfortable with the idea of it but I 
suspect this will change with time. 
Following these matches, the Grand 
Aggregate began which, after several 
days of shooting was won by Scott 
Murray with a score of 872.146 out of a 
possible 875.175. Following the Grand is 
the Governor General’s match which was 
won by Monsieur Alain Marion of Hull, 
Quebec with a score of 445.72 of a possi- 
ble 450.90. Alain, who is another mem- 
ber of the Canadian Palma team, had 


recently returned from winning the 
Queen’s Prize at the National 
Championships at Bisley, England. This 
was the third time Alain has won the 
Queen’s and is only the second time in 
the 126 year history of the Bisley match- 
es that a competitor has won the prize on 
three occasions (last time was 1931). For 
a comparison, this would be similar to 
winning the President’s 100 Trophy (I 
don’t mean being in the top 100 here 
folks, I mean WINNING it) three times in 
a row. For those of you who think “for- 
eigners” can’t shoot as well as US shoot- 
ers, I would welcome the opportunity to 
introduce you to a gentleman I know by 
the name of Alain.

the Gold in the S.J. Perry match (10 shots 
at 800 meters and 10 shots at 900 meters) 
with a score of 100-14 out of a possible 
100-20. This was accomplished using

DOING IT AGAIN IN 1997 
A Team Effort 


Following the 1996 match a couple of 
significant events occurred. The first was 
that, based on input from several US 
shooters, the US NRA was approached to 
work with the DCRA of Canada to avoid 
future conflict in the scheduling of Camp 
Perry and the Ottawa Championships. 
Historically, these two events were 
always in conflict and forced the shooter 
to pick one. Obviously, the majority of 
US shooters went to Camp Perry and the 
Canadian matches went without major 
US participation. In 1996 the DCRA 
moved the Canadian Championship back 
one week to eliminate this conflict only to 
learn that in 1997 the events would again 
overlap. However, thanks to the efforts of 
members of the NRA Staff, NRA 
Highpower Committee and Col. Tud 
Kaulbach of the DCRA, the NRA and 
DCRA are already discussing schedules 
so that in future years schedule conflicts 
will be eliminated. This will allow US 
shooters who wish to compete at Camp 
Perry to then travel to Ottawa and shoot. 
At the time this article is being written 
(January) I believe even this year a shoot- 
er can, with some very careful planning, 
participate in both events. 

For example, if you are planning on 
shooting the DCM Board Matches and 
the NRA National Championship from 
August 5-14 and are willing to give up the 
long range matches scheduled for August 
15-17, you could then travel to Ottawa to 
start the Grand Aggregate on August 17th 
and the Governor Generals on August 
19th. Although you would miss some of 
the “warm-up” matches that begin in

Ottawa on August 15, you would still have a lot of shooting to 
do when you arrived in Canada. Unfortunately, if you are con- 
sidering participating in the US Palma Team tryouts which will 
be held August 17-18, you would be hard-pressed to shoot 
Ottawa this year. However, beginning with the 1998 season 
(hopefully) this problem will be resolved. 

Although participation it both events is still possible this year, I 
caution anyone considering this to plan carefully and reconfirm 
schedules with the appropriate organizations since there could 
be a change between the time this was written in January and 
published in April. 

The second major event was a formal invitation by Canada to 
the United States to send an International Team to Canada in 
1997. For background, there are about four team matches con- 
ducted that are considered “open” matches. The Outlander 
match, where a group of US shooters came in third in ‘96 is an 
example. However, there are two International matches, the 
“Commonwealth” (which requires 12 shooters, three coaches 
and a lot of support staff) and the “Canada” (requiring eight 
shooters and a similar amount of support), which can only be 
entered by “recognized” teams. This recognition is based on an 
invitation by the host country and an acceptance by the govern- 
ing body of the other country. In this case the Canadian DCRA 
and the US NRA. 

Just prior to this article going to press we were advised that the US 
NRA was going to accept the Canadian invitation and recognize a 
United States Goodwill Team to Canada in 1997. Also, in 
response to the suggestion by the DCRA, Tom Lintner has been 
named as Captain of the 1997 US International Team to Canada. 
Supporting Tom as Team Adjutant will be Roger Whitney who is 
currently the Captain of the Virginia State Rifle Team. 

Although planning for these team matches is still in it’s infancy 
we currently have approximately 25 shooters who have stated 
they are willing to go to Canada. However, if anyone else is 
interested in participating, either as a TR or F-Class shooter, and 
is willing to COMMIT NOW to a trip to Canada, please drop a 
note to either myself (see address in the front of the magazine 
under Staff Columnists) or Roger Whitney at 7778 Fern Oak Ct.

It’s very close to 100 years ago 
that Franklin W. Mann concocted 
his rather famous sawdust box for 
catching bullets in nearly perfect 
condition so that he could study the 
effects from barrel, powder, pressure, 
etc. 

As he said, the action of the oil on 
the sawdust is rather hard to explain, 
even to this day, but the projectile, undamaged, 
certainly slips through if the mixture of oil and sawdust are 
prepared properly. 


THE SUPER BOX 

I’ve combined the very valuable lesson of the Dr. Mann 
recovery box with the tedious and messy ballistic gelatin 
bullet expansion tests. All this in one 10-foot long box, and 
it can be used on a 50’ indoor range or garage. The beauty 
of the combination is that everything can be used over, and 
repeated as fast as the bullets can be recovered in the oiled 
sawdust and one gallon plastic jugs placed in the box. 

I’m beginning to think I’m the only person in the coun-

try that has built one. Mine has been in person- 
al use for nearly ten years, producing many hun- 
dreds of specimens for study. I’ve had an open invita- 
tion out to all who know me that, when in my area, I 
would make this super box available to them to try. So far, 
no takers. I know of no forensic department that can deliver 
an unmutilated bullet as cleanly as this box. It has its limita- 
tions, of course, and that happens with bullets too soft and too 
fast. I’m certain my mixture is not optimum, but it certainly 
is close. The latest addition to the box is a section at the front 
that is separated from the main oily mixture by a sheet of cor- 
rugated paperboard. This is an area of about two feet square 
and high into which I put a large loose garbage bag and, into 
this bag, a plastic jug of a pasty mixture of fine wood sawdust 
and water. Boy, does this create resistance on pistol bullets 
as they expand and spilt the jug into the oiled sawdust!

A mushy mix of fine sawdust and 
water in the jug seem to reproduce 
approximately the resistance of small 
beasts or woodchucks. The loose 
garbage bag around the jug catches the 
flying mush and ruptured jug with hard- 
ly a drip on the floor as it’s removed 
from the box. And, hardly a drop of 
water in the box. 

All this is contained and kept sepa- 
rate from the oiled mixture and the rest 
of the area by the loose garbage bag. 
The bullets look just like the factory 
photos. The gallon jug is just about the 
thickness that a beast or body would 
present to the bullet. 

Bullets are a surprise. Some mush- 
room and some don’t. An experience 
I’ve had in the field...! 

In the normal indoor workshop room 
and limited facilities, I didn’t want to 
go to the trouble and mess of ballistic 
gelatin. I’ve used plastic “Duct Seal’ 
which is very tough and expensive 
stuff, and a real mess to knead into 
shape every shot. It’s amazing how few 
of the many of the early-day soft point 
and hollow point pistol bullets didn’t 
expand at all in that tough stuff at nor- 
mal 700-1100 FPS speeds. Magnums 
pushing 1300-1400 FPS are another 
thing to be demonstrated. 

New serrated point jacketed factory 
hollow points are really a new develop- 
ment. On one experiment, the bullets 
just passed through the gallon plastic 
jug when filled full of water, but when 
mixed with fine sawdust, creating a 
paste, the added resistance really mush- 
roomed and curled back the jacket.

the low speeds, there was no weight 
loss. A 115 grain 9mm or 147 grain 
still weighted the same to 1/10 grain. 

I’m now downloading varmint bul- 
lets to long range velocity to see if their 
construction permits expansion as 
expected. The clean oiled sawdust does 
no damage in catching the bullet for 
evaluation. 

Everything is constructed to allow 
several gallon jugs in line to test big 
bore deeper penetration expansion. 

Apologies to Col. Martin Fackler for 
not being so precise in my expansion 
media, but we are not studying maxi- 
mum penetration, but expansion at low 
velocity and not too deep. It’s been a 
revelation so far and relatively cheap 
and easy compared to a forensic lab 
setup. 

The most expensive part is the metal 
detector for chasing down the bullets in 
the sawdust. 

Next, we have to line up two jugs of 
sawdust mush and see what the bullets

look like. Lots to try, but not much 
time. Since I can repeat this almost pre- 
cisely and find the bullets quite quickly 
in the background sawdust with my 
metal detector, we will be sending in 
photos of lots of disasters and triumphs. 

You got to see some of this to 


believe it! 

A point of importance on the Super 
Box and its relation to “Ballistics 
Gelatin.” The gelatin is for simulating 
flesh and bone and revealing the path of 
the bullet as it expands and/or tumbles. 
The Super Sawdust Box, minus the 
expanding bottles, is for a different pur- 
pose - not to expand the bullet, but to 
carefully slow it down for study of gas 
pressure effects and whatever else it can 
reveal. 

The one coincidence that is amazing 
is which bullet has the greatest penetra- 
tion in both media and nearly the same 
depth and also held its shape. Good old 
Elmer Keith! His 44 SWC 250 grain 
hard cast lead bullet with a wad behind 
it and going 1200 FPS! The Army test 
unit was amazed. 

That bullet stopped in the last of six 
60 Ib. blocks of chilled gelatin several 
times, and at the end of the 6-foot long 
box of oiled sawdust. That sawdust box 
has now been rebuilt to a 10-foot length 
because of that.

A 
telephone call will arrange it. The bal- 
listic world is missing some great test- 
ing, both as a single event and even 
more when shooting over a chrono- 
graph at the same time. 

This started out with the extra cham- 
ber on the box to hold containers of 
water or other stuff to expand pistol and 
low velocity bullets and study them 
after they slowed down in the sawdust. 
Then, we got to thinking (very danger- 
ous!) about our varmint bullet expan- 
sion down range at the long distances 
we all brag about. 

This all came about when the 
defensive hollow point pistol bullets 
were not all they were cracked up to be. 
Some bullets and loads would mush- 
room perfectly out of one gun and not 
out of another. This box being so cheap 
to make and quick and easy to use, one 
could save some real grief for law men 
whose lives depend on what they carry. 
In other words, every Police 
Department should have one! (Editor: 
About as likely as Bill Clinton eloping 
with Paula Jones). 

Bullet manufacturers aren’t going to 
like this, but the truth must come out.

My preliminary tests of .22 jacketed 
hollow and soft point varmint bullets 
traveling at the reduced velocity found 
in the range tables common at 400 to 
500 yards were rather disappointing. 

The score at the moment is only 2 
out of 10 different styles really opened 
up as expected. You are going to love 
some of the photos, one in particular of 
a Speer that curled back the jacket, 
leaving the lead core sticking out, not 
expanded at all. 


Next tests will be at higher velocity 
simulating closer ranges. -Then, after 
that, big game bullets, etc. 

Since small, medium and large game 
only have a limited depth, that is how 
deep my expansion depth is and catch- 
ing the bullet after passing through. So 
far, all have passed through! We intend 
to correct this if the bullets cooperate.

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Debunking 
Ballistics Myths 


by Art Pejsa 


There are a number of myths that have long circulated 
among many sports writers as well as shooters. Ballistics is an 
area in which sophistry can easily prevail, wherein “truths” are 
espoused which may sound reasonable but are in fact wrong. 
Correct ballistics can be tricky and sound knowledge of the laws 
behind it all is necessary for correct analysis. 

What has made this problem worse is that many publishers 
and editors who don’t know what is correct have been too timid 
to take a chance on publishing truths which are counter to 
Conventional Wisdom because it may lead to controversy by 
established seat-of-the-pants “experts”. 

We can thank Dave Brennan, our open minded and visionary 
editor, who has had the courage to provide a forum for me and 
others in which to correctly analyze and discuss many of the 
tecnical aspects of precision shooting. If the large volume of 
correspondence I’ve been having since writing for Precision 
Shooting is any indication, this is surely an important reason for 
its ever-increasing popularity. 

One of the myths: Over the years I’ve read several erroneous 
articles on predicting cross-wind deflection. The authors all 
advised shooters to pay most attention to wind flags nearest the 
target. Just recently I read that same old bad advice on the inter- 
net. They explain that the wind has most effect near the target 
because the bullet is going slowest there. This is hogwash! The 
truth is that a wind gust near the shooter has far more effect than 
one near the target. 

The reason is simple. The deflection due to a crossrange 
velocity component depends on the time-to-go to the target. 

To explain this, I like to use my bowling ball example. A ball 
is sent straight down the middle of the alley. During the first few 
feet, it is hit by a cross-wind gust enough to provide just 1/2 fps 
of cross-alley velocity. During the 3 seconds it takes to go down 
the ally,it thus goes | 1/2 feet sideways and ends up in the gut- 
ter! The same wind gust during the last few feet would have 
almost no effect. 

By a simple law of nature, which we call Newton’s First Law 
of Motion, any crossrange velocity component imparted early is 
retained and accumulates displacement throughout the rest of 
the time; that which is imparted at or near the target has little or 
no time in which to accumulate a displacement. Thus, correct 
advice is, “Pay careful attention to wind near the shooter and 
ignore the flag near the target.” 

A second myth: It is well known among experienced shoot- 
ers that bullets seem to rise or go higher when shooting on an 
incline, up or down. I’ve read several articles giving erroneous 
advice on compensating for this. Their advice is to assume that 
the distance to the target is reduced to its “horizontal compo- 
nent”, i.e. to a point on the horizontal directly beneath the target 
(or above a target on a downward incline). Thus for a target on 
a very steep 60 degree incline, they say you should aim as you 
would at a target on the horizontal half as far away. Bad advice!

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To counter this, I’ve devised a typical 
example in which a hunter, to prepare for 
long range shots, zeros his 30:06 to be 
dead-on at 300 yards. During the hunt, he 
sees a target about 300 yards away, but it 
is up a very steep 60 degree incline. 
Believing the advice, he assumes that he 
ought to aim directly at the target, as he 
would at a target on the horizontal half as 
far away. In this case, due to the bad 
advice, he would miss the target by more 
than a foot! 

The reason for the error is the manner 
in which we correct for vertical drop due 
to gravity. In our example above, for 
instance, bullet drop from the bore line is 
about 24 inches at 300 yards. To correct 
for this the bore line is tilted up 24 inch- 
es, by rotating the sight line downwwrd 
7.64 moa, relative to the bore line. This 
angle puts 24 inches between bore line 
and sight line at 300 yards. 

Now, if we were to shoot straight up, 
for example, the trajectory would be 
straight of course because gravity acts 
straight down and there is no “compo- 
nent” of gravity pulling the bullet away 
from the bore line, towards the sight line, 
as there is on the horizontal. We would 
thus miss a vertical target at 300 yards by 
the full 24 inch adjustment. 

At an angle of 30 degrees from the 
vertical, or 60 degrees above the horizon- 
tal, the component of the gravity force 
perpendicular to the bore line pulling the 
bullet towards the sight line is half of its 
full vertical value. At 300 yards the bullet 
is thus pulled only 12 inches away from 
the bore line. The 24 inch distance 
between bore line and sight line built in 
by the above 7.64 moa is thus, in this 
case, 12 inches too much and the bullet 
misses by that amount.

On a 45 degree incline, the gravity 
component is about 7/10 of its full verti- 
cal value so the over-correction is about 
3/10 of 24 or 7.2 inches. On a 30 degree 
incline, this component is about 7/8 of 
full value, causing about 1/8 of 24 or 3 
inches of error in our 300 yard case 
above. 

Another way to view this situation is 
that shooting on a 60 degree incline is 
much like shooting on a planet in which 
the force of gravity is halved. This is alto- 
gether different from halving the distance 
to the target. On such a planet, neglecting 
air drag, the size of the trajectory, both the 
maximum rise and the zero-range are 
about doubled. The culprit in the above 
example is that zeroing-in at 300 yards 
required a six-inch rise at around 
midrange. On the incline, the DOU- 
BLED 12 inch rise is now at a midrange 
which has also doubled and is now near 
the target at 300 yards. 

Correct advice is to know how much 
error, at midrange, is built into the flight 
path by zeroing-in. Then know that the 
flight path is MAGNIFIED INVERSELY 
with the reduction in the horizontal com- 
ponent of the range. On a 30 degree 
incline, the reduction is about 15 %; 
hence the midrange rise and zero are both 
increased about 15%. 30 degrees seems 
very steep, by the way, and for lesser 
inclines the error is quite negligible. 

A third myth: There has been much 
written of late about scope or rifle tilt or 
“cant”; gadgets with spirit levels are now 
being sold to correct for the supposed 
large vertical errors due to this. More 
hogwash! At 300 yards, the vertical error 
due to an undetected cant error of 5 
degrees is so tiny as to be undetectable. 
Even at 500 yards it is less than the size of

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the hole made by a .22 bullet! There is, 
however, a noticeable lateral error of 
about an inch per foot of bullet drop from 
the boreline. A cant error of five degrees 
is easily noticeable, by the way. 

To correctly analyze this, we must find 
how far the sight line moves, at the given 
range, with a rotation about a fixed bore 
line. For 5 degrees the lateral movement 
is about 1/12 or about an inch per foot of 
bullet drop from the bore line. Vertical 
movement is only 1/264 of the drop! For 
a bullet drop of about 20 inches at 300 
yards, the lateral error is 1 2/3 inches and 
the vertical error is about .075 inch. Even 
at 500 yards the lateral error is typically 
less than a moa and the vertical error is 
but .223 inch! 

The error at the zero range due to per- 
manent scope cant is nullified by sight- 
ing-in; at other ranges this error is also 
negligible. The error analyzed above is 
that due to undetected rifle tilt over and 
above that due to permanent scope cant 
which is all but nullified during sighting 
in. 

A fourth myth: Lately, I have on sev- 
eral occasions been confronted with an 
apparent dilemma in which a bullet with 
inferior ballistics is shown to impact 
higher than a similar one with higher 
muzzle velocity (Vm) and/or greater bal- 
listic coefficient (BC). 

For example, a friend recently showed 
me targets on which his 180 grain bullets 
printed an inch higher at 200 yards than 
his 150 grain bullets which have a 200 fps 
higher Vm. According to tables, the faster 
bullet should be hitting an inch higher. 
Why the apparent error in the tables, he 
asked?

A year ago, the brochure of a promi- 
nent company claimed that actual tests 
showed that bullets from their new 
“extended range” cartridges printed 
FOUR INCHES higher than their stan- 
dard variety. I noted that the Vm was 
increased only 20 fps and the BC by only 
about 15 percent. A quick run of my bal- 
listics program showed that theoretically 
the new one should impact only 0.29 
inches higher, so that the holes ought to 
have touched! I wrote a letter to them to 
this effect but, of course, got no reply. 
Their new brochures no longer makes 
such a claim, however. 

More recently, an expert at a leading 
handloading magazine was asked by a 
reader if it would be worth his while to 
replace the flat-nose bullet of the first car- 
tridge in his 30-30 by a streamlined 
Spitzer of the same weight. The expert 
advised that at reasonable ranges there 
would be no detectable difference. The 
expert then went on to describe a series of 
tests in which he purported to show that 
even at 311 yards there was NO differ- 
ence in impact height between flat nose 
bullets and Spitzers. | again was dumb- 
founded! 

To analyze this I first determined that 
typical 150 grain flat nose 30-30 bullets 


have a BC of about .20. I computed its 
trajectory and velocity tables. I then com- 
puted tables for a Spitzer Boattail with 
the same Vm AND DEPARTURE 
ANGLE but with a BC of .440, more than 
twice that of the flat nose 

At 300 yards, as expected, the flat 
nose should hit about EIGHT inches 
lower than the Spitzer. To hit as high as 
the Spitzer at 300 yards, the path of the 
flat nose would have to be THREE inch- 
es higher at midrange. The reason is very 
simple. Its velocity at the target drops to 
1400 fps whereas velocity of the Spitzer 
is still about 1850 fps, one-third again as 
fast! That is precisely what the higher BC 
implies! Gravity thus has about .07 sec- 
ond longer to pull down the flat nose on 
its way to the target;thus there is also a 
FOOT more wind deflection due to a 
10mph crosswind. There are no mysteri- 
ous upward forces levitating flat nose bul- 
lets! 

To verify this, I simply did what the 
reader had asked. I replaced the flat nose 
bullets of a few 30-30 cartridges with 150 


- grain Nosler Ballistic Tip bullets, with 


published BC= .441, keeping the same 
powder. I then carefully shot a group, 
zeroed at 25 yards, and noted average 
impact height at 300 yards. I then sighted- 
in the flat nose bullets to be zero ALSO 
AT PRECISELY 25 yards. The center of 
that group was about 8 inches. lower at

300 yds, as predicted! I wrote of my 
results to the publisher but was told that 
their tests ‘proved’ that the ‘facts’ were 
otherwise—more hogwash! 

As experienced precision shooters 
know, the above examples show that bul- 
lets of different shapes and/or sizes, even 
if fired from the same rifle with the same 
powder load can have very different 
departure directions and_ trajectories. 
Each type must be sighted in individual- 
ly! This is due to things like barrel vibra- 
tion and muzzle jump. In order to fairly 
compare the down range ballistics of two 
bullets, we must first be sure that the 
DIRECTION as well as the magnitude of 
their initial velocities is the same. I won- 
der how long it will take to convince 
skeptics that unlike interior ballistics, 
which in some ways is more of an art than 
a science, exterior ballistics is far differ- 
ent. As has been verified numerous times, 
when the significant forces are accurately 
accounted for, we routinely predict paths 
out to 1000 yards and more with near-per- 


fect accuracy. 8

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Adolph Otto Niedner (Need-ner) was 
born October Ist 1864 in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. While he was still young 
his family moved to Malden, 
Massachusetts, a suburb of Boston. After 
completing a basic education Adolph 
apprenticed as a machinist in his father’s 
fire hose factory. Niedner was always 
fascinated with mechanical things and 
firearms. One of his earlier influences 
was William R. Schaefer, Boston’s 
famous shotgun maker and champion 
rifleman. As a youngster Niedner was 
allowed to shoot Schaefer’s muzzle-load- 
ing target rifle. In his later years Niedner 
would remember and talk about this priv- 
ilege. 

In 1884 at age 20 with a young man’s 
yearning for adventure, Niedner traveled 
out west until he found himself in Denver. 
There he joined the Army on September 
16th, 1884. From Denver he was sent to 
Fort Lewis at Durango, Colorado. Just 
four months later, in January of 1885, his 
family located him and informed the 
Army that he was under the age of 21 and 
didn’t their have permission to join up. 
So Niedner was discharged on January 
28, 1885. Adolph’s father sent him a 
ticket to Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

One of Niedner’s first jobs in 
Milwaukee was working for Boettcher &

Schimmel , a retail business which made 
and sold carpet and household goods. 
Here he worked his way up to store man- 
ager. When this business failed around 
1889 Niedner joined the Milwaukee 
Police Force. Guns continued to be a dri- 
ving interest in his life. He spent many 
hours in the Meunier gunshop at 272 
West Water Street which was owned by 
John Meunier and his brothers Herman 
and Steve. The Meuniers were accom- 
plished gunsmiths and shooters; John

alone had won seventy-six gold medals. 
Steve would be one of the first to convert 
the Krag into a custom sporting rifle. 

Niedner was a great believer in look- 
ing to the future. While living in 
Milwaukee he was instrumental in con- 
vincing men like Meunier that the 
breechloader could compete with the 
accuracy of the muzzle-loader. Niedner 
always believed that modern technology 
could improve on traditional sound ideas. 
He was one of the first to convert to the 
breechloader and demonstrated that by 
using a breechloader you could be com- 
petitive with the king of the Schuetzen 
range, the muzzle-loader. 

Niedner was one of the best offhand 
shots in the country. On May 13, 1898 he 
was named “Champion of the World” 
according to a Milwaukee newspaper. 
This was at a 200 yard offhand match

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with Niedner shooting a 459 out of a pos- 
sible of 500 points. When he received his 
family’s request for help he went to work 
at the fire hose factory. To do this Niedner 
resigned from the police force in 1899 
and returned to Malden, Massachusetts. 
He worked at the family business doing 
gunsmithing at home until 1906 when he 
took up gunsmithing full time. 

One of the first things he did when he 
got back to the Boston area was to join 
the Massachusetts Rifle Association at 
Walnut Hill. On May 11, 1901 Niedner 
broke the Walnut Hill record on the 200 
yard offhand target by shooting a 96 out 
of a possible 100. 

Not long after he started working as a 
full time gunsmith he became friends 
with Dr. F. W. Mann who was a ballistics

experimenter and author of the book The 
Bullet’s Flight. Niedner put in many 
hours for Dr. Mann, working on tools and 
guns for Mann’s experiments. For his 
work Niedner was paid well. He knew 
what his work was worth and charged 
accordingly. His rate was 60 cents an 
hour when the average working man 
made only $2.50 (in 1914 dollars) a day. 
All work at Malden was done by Niedner 
himself. It wasn’t until he moved to 
Dowagiac that others worked with him. 
A good percentage of his Malden work 
was on new and experimental ideas that 
any gun crank was able to come up with. 
AON had a very large advantage over 
other smiths of the day. He had access to 
one of the most up-to-date firearm testing 
facilities in the USA at Dr. Mann’s per- 
sonal range, a 200 yard indoor range that 
was equipped with pressure testing 
equipment as well as a chronograph. 


Many of the problems that shooters of 
the day faced were solved at Niedner’s 
one-man shop at 18 Beacon Street in 
Malden. Precision scope mounts 
(Mann-Niedner taper dovetail mounts) 
were made and a scope could now be 
held firm, eliminating error. This system 
worked so well that the U.S. Marine 
Corps (in June of 1917) had Niedner 
mount 150 Winchester AS scopes on 
Springfield rifles using his new mounting 
system. A hollow bolt for cleaning bolt- 
action rifles was patented by AON in 
1915. Close chambers were cut so that 
the case never needed resizing (Mann- 
Niedner chamber). Loading tools used 
with the Mann-Niedner chamber consist- 
ed of a Pope re-decapper and a straight 
line bullet seater that was made with the 
same chambering reamer used on the bar- 
rel. This was a non-adjustable type bullet 
seater. If more than one weight of bullet 
was to be used a bushing was also sup- 
plied. High-speed .22 jacketed bullets 
were made from the most uniform mater-

cases that Niedner got directly from the 
ammunition company. Remember: these 
were the “Good Old Days”. One time 
Niedner complained to the U.S. Cartridge 
Company about the poor accuracy of 
their .22 long rifle cartridge and USCC 
responded by sending him 10,000 primed 
.22 long cases and twenty-five pounds of 
powder with a note saying “Fix it if it 
doesn’t suit you.” 

These .22 base-band bullets were 
swaged in an arbor press. Cores were 
made by Niedner’s wife from a core 
mould using a bottom pour pot made by 
AON and designed by H.M. Pope. AON 
.22 and .25 caliber bullets were made 
with the Mann-Niedner base-band which 
is a 1/16" high base-band on the rear of 
the bullet that is groove diameter while 
the remainder of the bullet was bore 
diameter. Cases were neck-turned and 
inside-reamed to a depth of 1/16" which 
made a small ledge for the bullet to sit on. 
The main advantage to this was that the 
bullet was started straight into the bore. 
This resulted in long bore life because no 
gas escaped past the bullet. Niedner bar- 
rels firing .25 caliber bullets at 3300 fps 
were examined after 10,000 rounds. No 
indication of erosion at the throat or 
falling off of accuracy was found. Bore 
fouling was eliminated by coating the 
bore with fine graphite and using wax- 
graphite (“Oleo”) wads behind the bullet.

as we know it today would be several 
decades away. Niedner made Schuetzen 
rifles for himself and others that shot a 
.22 caliber high-speed jacketed bullet. It 
was not long before these rifles were 
barred from the matches because it gave 
the shooters an unfair advantage. A .22 
and .25 caliber minute-of-angle rifle 
shooting a jacketed bullet at high-speed 
was just what the varmint hunters needed 
and this is where most Niedner rifles saw 
service. Dr. Baker’s varmint rifle 
(Illustrated) that AON made for him in 
1911 consistently shoots sub-MOA. Not 
bad for a rifle that has fired thousands of 
rounds over the last 87 years. 
Occasionally you will find a bolt 
action sporting rifle from Malden. As 
with other smiths of the day Niedner did 
make sporting rifles using the Springfield 
or the Mauser action. Most Niedner- 
Malden rifles were built on a single-shot 
action. At least one Springfield take-down 
sporting rifle was built at Malden. 
Custom rifles including the actions 
were manufactured at Malden. AON 
built one such rifle much like the Sharps 
Borchardt except that it had a one-piece 
stock and cocking knob similar to the 
Springfield. This rifle was designed for 
Dr. Mann and as far as I know it is still 
hanging on the wall at the Walnut Hill

club house. Also made at Malden were 
the Model 1912 and Model 1913 Mann- 
Niedner rifles. Both of these were made 
for higher pressure cartridges such as the 
.25 Krag. The Model 1912 had two large 
locking lugs on the bolt and the Model 
1913 had interrupted screw-type locking 
lugs. Only two Model 1912’s were built, 
while there were possibly as many as 6 
Model 1913’s. The Model 1912 became 
known as the “Hamburg Rifle”. On the 
first chuck hunting trip with the new rifle 
in upstate New York with Dr. Mann and 
Dr. Baker, Niedner hit a chuck at 220 
yards. When he brought it back he had to 
carry it in both hands. Dr. Baker 
remarked “That is a hamburger making 
rifle”. 

Proprietary cartridges from Niedner’s 
shop were the .25 Niedner-Krag (30-40 
Krag necked to .25 ), .25 Niedner (30-06 
necked to .25), 32-40-.22(.32-40 necked 
to .22) and the .28-30-22 (.28-30 necked 
to .22). Before WW I most people want- 
ed their varmint rifles on a single-shot 
action and the .25 Niedner-Krag was by 
far the most popular. When someone 
wanted the .25 on a repeater AON used 
the Springfield or Mauser action using the 
.30 Government Model 1906 case. A 
couple of interesting customers for his 
.25-06 were Lawman Harry Wheeler of 
Tombstone, Arizona who took delivery 
of one in 1915, and the Springfield 
Armory who had AON make for them a 
.25-06 and supply them with 500 car- 
tridges in April of 1917 at a cost of 
$150.00. 

Niedner’s shop book reads like The 
Who’s Who of the gun world. Among his 
customers were Dr. Henry Baker, John 
Kelly, H.M. Pope, Charles Newton, Dr. 
F.W. Mann, Lynwood Lewis, E.A. 
Leopold, Joseph Singer, Lt. T. Whelen, 
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Springfield Armory, and Ned Roberts to 
name just a few. 

Although he did do some work on pis- 
tols, above all else Niedner was a rifle- 
man. For the man who wanted the most 
accurate rifle he could get, Niedner was 
The Gunsmith. The normal waiting peri- 
od for a rifle was around six months. As 
far as I have been able to learn Niedner 
did no advertising or writing. Many gun 
writers of the time followed his work and 
reported on it in the sporting magazines 
of the day. If you now own a Malden 
Niedner rifle there is a good chance that it 
has the Mann-Niedner chamber and that 
factory ammunition will not work in it. 
Not to worry because after all you are PS 
readers and you know more about mini- 
mum chambers than I do and you would 
have no problem fitting the ammunition 
to the gun and not vice-versa. 


Identifying a Niedner: 


All barrels made by Niedner at 
Malden had his work order or barrel num- 
ber on the bottom of the barrel under the 
forearm. The only exception that I have 
seen to this are pistol barrels which do 
not have a number. Along with the num- 
ber many of these Malden barrels also 
have the date stamped by this number. 
NOTE: I have not catalogued enough 
Malden barrels to say positively that 
there is a barrel for every number listed. 
As yet I have not encountered a Malden 
barrel with a number under 100. As 
more numbers surface the picture will 
become clearer.

8 inch bull at 100 yards off hand but 
admits to using a rest when ever he has 
the opportunity. His skill with the Wrist 
Rocket sling shot and local pebbles has a 
lot to do with his hunting success. He 
kicks up game close at hand with the 
stone- shooter and makes his shots at 
ranges under 200 yards—usually much 
closer. 

I was recently reading a super slick 
magazine dedicated to shotguns and 
expensive rifles with articles by writers 
such as Terry Weiland and Michael 
McIntosh. These fellows know their stuff 
and I admire their scholarship and 
exhaustive research. Few gun writers 
know the field as well. I can’t relate to 
their passion for umpteen thousand dollar 
guns . One article in this wonderful wish 
book (a piece by Vic Venter ) tells about 
a $40,000 shotgun , the purchase of 
which guarantees satisfaction in every 
way. The A.A. Brown Supreme DeLuxe 
12 bore, as this British gun is, would 
scare me silly to haul it about. To shoot it 
at all would be a sin. And to own some- 
thing so valuable that local miscreants 
would kill me for it without a blink of 
their greedy eyes, would not making own- 
ing it any pleasure. 

I have owned my Browning auto “12 
bore’ for nearly 40 years and it is a wor- 
thy companion on my game pursuits, not 
so likely to attract the crooked element. 

But I have some reservations about the 
suggestions Weiland makes to maintain

cash. Many of the PS readers will identi- 
fy with the workaday hunter and shooter, 
like me. When I hear Weiland rave about 
super accurate rifles made for “beanfield” 
deer hunting, with shots averaging 400 
yards at the game from wooden towers, I 
wonder if this is where hunting and shoot- 
ing is going and if I want to be there when 
it becomes more common. 

For me the shooting experience and 
hunting effort must qualify as an outdoor 
sport with all the natural aspects included 
that allow the passion for guns and the 
stalking game to flower. A millionaire 
friend of mine from the Carmel Valley 
was making his first West Texas deer 
hunt. He could afford to hunt anywhere in 
the world. He bought the right to hunt on 
this prestigious hunting ranch and it was 
not cheap. He made his shot and took his 
buck and told the operators of the ranch 
he would never be back. He didn’t con- 
sider climbing into a tower or riding the 
high chair in a moving pick up truck up 
and down the deer ranges as hunting.

With rifles shooting into less than an 
inch right out of the box today and with 
ammo straight from the factory equal to 
the better handloads and superb factory 
guns, he felt that such hunting was more 
akin to completing an engineering study. 
He saw the “hunter” as not a sportsman 
but a technologist fulfilling an almost 
foregone conclusion. 

I have been shooting a great deal of 
today’s wonderful factory ammunition in 
my rifles these past few weeks now that 
the Palm Springs Gun Club range has 
cooled down to a simmer and I am sur- 
prised every time I check a group from 
my old guns and some of the new- to- me 
rifles as well. My best handloads are only 
incrementally better and I am not so sure 
they are as it takes hundreds of shots and 
dozens of groups to prove true accuracy.

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ammo is really something fine!) , 
Remington, and Winchester, the most 
commonly sold ammo around here , is as 
good as one could wish. I tested some 
Black Hills .223 that was surprisingly 
good but it is not available locally. 

But to hunt game at 400 yards with a 
$2000+ rifle equipped with a near thou- 
sand dollar’s worth of optical glass and 
today’s superb ammo seems not quite 
what I had in mind regarding the quality 
outdoor experience I want to remember in 
my more golden years. The natural histo- 
ry that one accumulates and that is part of 
the stalk seems to be gone in the sniper 
kills that some hunts are becoming. 

After talking to hunters and shooters I 
have known over the years about their 
evolution—asking them to go back to 
their early days and what they shoot now, 
I detect a definite trend to the pattern 
associated with two factors-age and 
spending money. I mentioned my friend 
Nick, retired and feeling his age, moving 
from the once standard .30/06 hunting to 
the .257 and now a lighter yet and easy to 
manage 6mm. I am not talking about 
once a year hunters in this search. The fel- 
lows who buy a box of ammo and use it 
for five years are fairly common. The 
shooters I know are those who use their 
rifles at the range both testing new ammo 
and testing themselves to shoot off their 
hind legs at ranges beyond 100 yards. 

The Carmel Valley gun club I was 
once a member had a running deer target

that required hits within a six inch “bull” 
at 125 yards from a standing position. 
The hunting rifle was held at the hunter’s 
typical carry—off the shoulder and across 
the body. The shooter had no control over 
when the running deer would run so had 
to be alert, shoulder his rifle, and fire the 
one shot to score. It was amazing how 
many missed a full sized deer target or 
even came close to the kill zone. But run- 
ning this course a few times before hunt- 
ing season developed great improve- 
ments to most shooter’s ability to mount, 
sight, and hit the vital zone. We all start- 
ed to improve when we shot our running 
boar targets with .22’s! 

Scoring on the running deer did not 
take a super accurate rifle and ammo 
combination to do this but it did take a 
shooter with his “favorite “ hunting rifle 
who could mount it smoothly and fire 
quickly. I guess that’s why the one gun 
shooter is so well respected. It’s like find- 
ing that groove in your golf swing. 

My studies have shown that many 
shooters move from one gun and ammo 
combination to another over the years. A 
friend who is his early 70’s and still active 
with his deer hunting club has provided 
some details on the evolution of the 
Pennsylvania shooter. He and I were in 
the Marines in Korea together so we both 
had that military shooting experience. But 
when he came home way back then he got 
to tinkering with an old .surplussed 30-40 
Krag U S military rifle. He brought it 
back to it’s original splendor and then 
some. He reloaded accurate ammo with 
the idea of using it as a hunting gun in the 
local Appalachian Mountains where deer

run loose and offer shots from 25 yards to 
“way out there.” 

The .30-40 Krag shooting the 180 
grain soft point bullet accounted for one 
shot kills year after year. He said it got 
monotonous and when a fellow club 
member said that his old smoke pole 
ought to be retired to a rack over the man- 
tle and a more modern firearm be 
employed, he was induced to get a 
Remington bolt rifle shooting the then 
new .280 cartridge with the 160 grain bul- 
let. The Krag ejected a bullet a tad faster 
than 2400 feet per second. The 
Remington .280 added almost 500 fps to 
the bullet, and at 160 grains, killed just as 
well as the 180. 

Again he was taking his buck with one 
shot kills and noticed the rifle shot a bit 
flatter but his range work was the only 
time he noticed the trajectory improve- 
ment. The gun was more fun to shoot, he 
said. Better fitting stock, less felt recoil. 

Now his son stepped into the picture 
and wanted Dear Old Dad to get a longer 
ranging rifle with some real horsepower. 
Dear Old Dad had now reached the point 
where he had the spare change to buy 
what he wanted. The son decided him on 
the Browning bolt rifle .338 Winchester 
magnum shooting a 230 grain bullet that 
allowed him to shoot into the next county. 
The bullet was about 100 grains heavier 
and the MV about like the .280 gave it 
great killing power. But the deer dropped 
as they always had. The only difference 
was he didn’t enjoy shooting the cannon 
as much as he did the .280 rifle or the .30-

MERRILL MARTIN ON MOLY COATING 


Dear Dave, 

After many calls and letters, I thought it proper to clear up 
some confusion and suggest a few fixes that have worked for 
me while moly-coating bullets. 

The kits from NECO are a good source for the materials, 
but some users try to take shortcuts or they do not realize the 
importance of all the steps. 

The jacketed bullets must be very clean, or the moly pow- 
der will lump up and later produce bare or thin spots. I've 
tried various solvents, but almost all leave a little residue or 
are not safe to use. The easiest, and cheapest, I've found -- 
and the most effective -- is to tumble or vibrate the bullets in 
pure, medium-size, corn cob grit for at least an hour. Be sure 
that no additives have been added to the grit -- just plain dry 
grit. Be careful, and don't touch the bullets after tumbling as 
finger oil will also degrade the moly film. 

Using too little or too much moly in the tumbler or vibra- 
tor will also effect the coating. Too little will let the copper 
color show through. Too much will act as a cushion between 
the hard steel balls and the bullet, blocking the effect of the 
impact of the balls against the copper. 

Always use balls as large as possible, but not so big as 
making separation through a sifter impossible. In other 
words, 1/16" to 1/8" balls for 22 caliber and up to 1/4" diam- 
eter balls for 30 caliber and larger bullets. This insures an 
optimum layer of moly impacted into the copper. 

I'm not too sure of the carnauba; the use of this has to be 
determined by the user. Originally, it was for sealing the 


moly on and making the bullets cleaner to handle. Lately, I 
found a short period of tumbling the just-coated bullets (very 
dirty to handle) in what I call a wash of corn cob grit produces 
shiny and clean to handle bullets. This grit can be used over 
many times for many hundreds of bullets as it's only knocking 
off the surplus moly. 

But, be careful, only a minute or two in the dry wash, or 
you will also be removing the layer you just put on. If you 
goof and get spotty moly layer on the bullets, just retumble in 
the dry wash for a few hours and then retumble. Works great. 

Most shooters I talked with are leaving out the carnauba 
step, but that may work well on lead bullets. 

Beware, and don't use prepared case cleaner grits with addi- 
tives for cleaning brass cases; this is not for bullets. That may 
do things to your bore that you won't like! 

Of interest -- A short time ago, I was curious how the 
impacting action of the steel balls against the copper while 
coating with moly would affect the hardness of the copper. 
Originally, that was my intent when starting out -- that is to 
work harden the bullet surface to reduce fouling. So, I went to 
a testing lab and had micro hardness tests run on the bullet's 
moly-coated surface. The results were just the opposite of 
what I would expect. The moly surface for a few thousandths 
deep was half the hardness of the copper base. Now, all you 
experts have to figure how this knowledge fits into the picture.

40 Krag. Three shots over the bags to 
check his zero was about all that punish- 
ment he wanted. He was now 60 some- 
thing and felt that he should leave the 
hunting to the younger men and just join 
them at the great feast they all shared 
when the season closed.

let technology and soon find that shooting 
is a fun sport they can enjoy if it doesn’t 
set off their arthritis or bursitis pains. A 
lighter rifle perhaps with a lighter bullet 
often extends the shooting time of us old 
timers. 

I have another buddy up in 
Washington State near Pullman who 
would not trade his 7mm magnum 
Remington bolt rifle for the key to Fort 
Knox. He has hunted all of Alaska and the 
South 48 West, knows just what the rifle 
will do and seldom misses at any range. 
He enjoys the stalk and uses this heavy 
recoiling rifle for all his center fire rifle 
shooting. He tells me that practicing on 
his local coyotes with the 140 grain 
Nosler Federal round keeps his coordina- 
tion at a peak at these mainly fast moving 
targets. When he is after elk and moose he 
just switches to the 160 grain Trophy 
Bonded bullet, which has proven itself 
during his last hunts, with a trajectory 
close enough to the 140 grain Nosler to be 
unimportant at his usual ranges. He has 
found his perfect combination and I don’t 
expect he will change unless old age 
makes it necessary. At 300 + pounds he 
doesn’t notice magnum recoil. And he 
enjoys having a rifle to use informally on 
the predators around his spread that is the 
same gun he will take into the hills. And 
he plinks with a .22 often. The .22 does 
help in getting the mount, target line up, 
and shot off quickly. 

Familiarity breeds confidence and 
success, it seems. He started with a .30- 
30 Model 94 and moved the 7mm mag- 
num , a big jump which served him well. 
Every shooter must find his niche and the

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sooner the better!. Another fellow uses a 
Browning BAR in .30/06 and a compan- 
ion .22 Browning auto rides in the same 
case, with a 100 shot box of MiniMags— 
for keeping his eye sharp. Most hunting is 
a one shot affair and if done annually is 
not very helpful in staying in practice. 

One of the primary reasons so many 
shooters have trouble connecting with 
their rifles after leaving home is that too 
often the traveling gun (case?) takes a 
beating along the way. I remember one 
fellow who told his son to place his soft 
cased rifle in the car trunk and found to 
his horror when they arrived at the deer 
camp that the kid put the rifle on the bot- 
tom and all the gear on the top. Urban 
kids know nothing about packing gear , I 
guess. Anyhow he assumed the worst and 
was not surprised when his efforts to hit 
an improvised target at a guess timated 
range showed an error between what the 
cross hairs saw and the bullet hit. 

A few months ago I tested a product 
by West Manufacturing Company of 910 
Eldridge Drive, Hagerstown, MD 21740 
(phone (301) 797-4479) called the 
Bushwacker. It is a ten pound folding 
shooting seat and rifle rest that allows the 
shooter to get a good support for his rifle 
when zeroing it “on location.’ By that I 
mean it can be opened up and sat on and 
a rifle lined up solidly and fired to make 
the final zero test before spending a day 
in the hunting field. The rifle support arm

magic. I had my doubts anything that 
weighed so little supporting my 270+ 
hulk but it did. The seat is big enough to 
afford my fanny a nice perch and it will 
double as a camp chair as the supporting 
arm can be moved out of the way. The 
wooden seat has a cut out handle. The 
Bushwacker is in the back of my Jeep 
permanently now and if I ever get back 
into the prairie dog extermination busi- 
ness again, it will make an easy perch 
from which to shoot accurately. 

When I told the West people about my 
satisfaction with this unique product they 
said they are developing an arm rest for it 
to make it even better. While I was on the 
line to them they suggested I try their 
Ultra Vise . 

My Uncle Buds Bulls Bag was my 
solid rifle holder when I was out on the 
range but its weight of 40+ pounds made 
moving it a chore. I got the West Ultra 
Vise and found a well made heavy gauge 
aluminum device that sets on three strong 
legs that contain adjustment screws. The 
rifle holder has an aluminum trough lined 
with a chamois leather sand bag that is 
attached to the vice. The trough has sides 
that could be squeezed around the rifle 
forearm by two large handled screws that 
clamped the gun tightly. It is a portable 
“machine rest” of sorts, as once the rifle 
is locked in the traverse can be controlled 
and the Ultra Vise dampens recoil to a 
point where big guns are not painful to 
sight in and test fire.

It weighs less than 10 pounds and goes 
into action in less time than I have used in 
explaining it. I used it to test a .25/06 
H&R 26 inch barreled single shot rifle 
and later used it on the Ruger 10/22 and 
later yet a .338 Magnum I was not anx- 
ious to zero in for a friend. It is another 
“must have” gadget my wife doesn’t 
know about. 

She saw me with a batch of new Uncle 
Mike’s rifle slings with ammo loops and 
ammo carriers—they are very light 
weight, long lasting, and do the job for 
the single shot shooter as he can wear a 
half dozen rounds on his wrist or rifle 
butt, which ever works best. Although I 
favor camo color on hunting guns these 
all black work well, too. 

She asked “What do you need all the 
junk for?” I thought that after nearly 19 
years of living with a confirmed gun nut 
she would take such a display of black 
nylon gear in stride, but it ain’t necessari- 
ly so. No 4 is as suspicious of gun gear as 
she always was. I could turn to strong 
drink , I told her. “Not funny!” she 
replied. 

And last but not least I continue my 
quest for the perfect gun cleaning com- 
pound , lubricant, preservative—too 
many gun chemicals that clutter my 
garage cabinet. I may be in violation of 
the local fire laws, who knows, but I need 
to compare all the stuff I get. Almost 
more time spent cleaning than shooting! 

I am still addicted to Hoppes No 9 , 
mainly because of the aroma and instant 
nostalgia it induces but there is evidence 
that some of the “new stuff’ on the market 
is damn good at cleaning rifle bores and 
dirty guns of all kinds. One can always 
pour a spot of Hoppes for effect. It brings 
back old times. 

The criteria is how well a cleaner will 
remove copper fouling. I guess the 
chemists have licked the black residue 
problem. I never seem to get a really 
white patch out of a gun barrel on my last 
pass. But I continue to expose my shoot- 
ing equipment to the new stuff and after 
moving up from Hoppes to BreakFree 
and on to Shooters Choice and then Kleen 
Bore 10, all very good indeed, I got a kit 
from a Canadian outfit called Accupro 
that shows a great deal of promise. An 
engineer shooting buddy tells me that it 
would take identical rifle barrels fouled in 
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Evolution momentary stoppage which increases have never seen a wrinkled gun barrel and 
Continued local powder pressure. I didn’t need to hope I never do! 

know that as for more than 60 years I <<) 


the same way and cleaned with each 
cleaner in the same way to really find a 
“winner.” Only Merrill Martin has that 
kind of patience and equipment. I wish he 
would do it and settle the all time ques- 
tion of which gunk we shooters should 
use only. 

The Accubore bore cleaner does the 
job quickly without using a brush. They 
say swishing around a copper cleaner 
with a brass brush is counter productive 
as copper is part of brass and you may 
never end the job. My .25/06 barrel and 
the .338 barrel were not the same in any 
way. The .338 had ten rounds through it 
and the .25/06 about three dozen. Without 
a brush I made my passes with a clean 
patch soaked well. The Accupro people 
put their patch flannel on rolls to be cut 
off as needed . I was pleased at the results. 
It will never replace your favorite gun 
juice unless you give it a try. Accupro it 
does a fast and efficient job of removing 
barrel deposits. I was surprised to find the 
make a superior ball bearing cleaning rod 
and with it I used their Protip pointed jag 
to carry the patches. I have been search- 
ing for the perfect jag and this is a nifty 
item with a rubber ring that seals the bore 
and rides against the rifling may be just 
that. Sold for each caliber. Now 
when you think of each incremental 
improvement to our game, the cleaning 
rod tip offers the least likely place to 
begin but there it is. Shooting accurately 
is a lifetime endeavor! I hope I never 
learn it all but that gun expert Michael 
McIntosh had me flummoxed when he 
revealed a problem with gun barrels 
called “rivelling” that I never heard of. 
It’s a wrinkle in a gun barrel caused by a

Creedmore targets, had new count values. 

The Massachusetts Rifle Association 
designed and used a target with a greater 
number of rings. Known as _ the 
Massachusetts target, it was used for a 
number of years to obtain closer scoring 
than the Creedmore target provided. With 
the greater number of rings, shooters 
reported fewer tie scores. 

The first perfect score was fired on the 
Creedmore target October 22, 1879.

Scores kept getting better until a new tar- 
get was demanded in 1882. C.W. Hinman 
developed the Massachusetts decimal tar- 
get in 1883. From that target came the 
Standard American target in 1885 which 
was almost identical to the Massachusetts 
Decimal Target. In 1888, Wm. Hayes 
added rings with values to the Standard 
American Target naming the target the 
American Champion target. 

R.E. Boyer thought all talk about tar- 
gets and total points was foolishness. He 
believed shooters should start talking 
about “groups” regardless of where the 
target was struck. Boyer believed groups 
should be measured with string measure- 
ment from the mathematical center of the 
group to the center of the bullet hole. 
“Trim Nat” felt “score from centre to cen- 
tre” was the best way to evaluate the skill 
of the marksman. 

“Ralph Greenwood” re-stated his 
views, believing the string measurement 
was time consuming. He believed a 
marker in the pits reporting values of each 
shoot was the quickest. 

The Standard American target pre- 
vailed and was being sold by C.W. 
Hinman of 57 Haverhill St. Boston, Mass. 
The target was as adopted by the “princi- 
pal American Rifle Associations”. 
Hinman also sold target pasters for .40 
cents per thousand. 

Hinman also had available a new pis- 
tol target. With a seven ring center the 
target was adaptable to either 200 yard 
rest shooting or 5O yard pistol shooting.

The German element generally were 
shooting different styles of targets prior to 
the formation of the NRA. Targets used 
by various clubs included the Man target, 
Point target, Offhand 25 ring target, 
Premium off hand target, Stich target, and 
Star target. The German Ring was the 
most popular target. 

Most American targets had 1” rings, 
some German targets had 3/4” rings and 
some shooters preferred the string mea- 
surement. Shooters were reminded of the 
target’s purpose which was to measure 
accuracy while at the same time equalize 
the results of different calibers. 

The Rochester Schuetzen Gilde used 
the Eagle target. The Eagle target was a 
9’x12’ wooden target made of 1” pine 
held together with 1/2” dowel rods. The 
dowel rods held the eagle crown, wings, 
tail, legs and decorative parts until the 
riflemen could shoot them off for points 
or prizes. Behind the body of the eagle 
was a stick of dynamite protected by an 8 
inch steel plate with a 3/4 hole in it. The 
entire eagle target was mounted on top of 
a 40 foot pole. 

Dr. Boyken, champion on the German 
Ring target, was said to have been 
outscored by Mr. Gates. “Y’ratitim” 
pointed out Dr. Boykens’ score of 238 
was scored in competition while Gates’ 
score of 240 was not. 

“Y’ratilim’’ credited Bernard Walther, 
an NRA director, for his time and hard 
work in encouraging the NRA to modify 
shooting rules to accommodate the 
Schuetzen element. The hip rest position, 
approved for all NRA competitions, was 
authorized for use in the Tiffany match at

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the Creedmore meeting. Pleased with the 
competitions, the scheutzens credited 
Captain Shepherd and General Robbins 
of the NRA for their efforts. 

The meeting at Creedmore opened 
September 8, 1890 with near perfect 
weather. The weather then turned bad for 
a couple of days with the rain making the 
black bulls eyes run. Scoring was nearly 
impossible. Plans were made to move the 
Creedmore tournament back one week in 
an effort to avoid inclement weather. 

In some competitions iron targets 
were used. Bulls eyes varied from 6 to 10 
inches after about an hour. Forecasters 
believed canvas targets would be forth- 
coming. 


Sheds, covered with canvas, contained 
six shooting stands. Holes for the scorers 
were provided enabling them to watch 
without interfering with the shooters. 
Tables were provided for shooters with 
muzzle loaders. Many thought the range 
was nearly equal to the Schuetzen ranges. 
Many top Scheutzen shooters were pre- 
sent to engage in the Tiffany match. 

Eighteen officers and members of the 
New Jersey National Guard met for a 
shoot off at Sea Girt. After firing numer- 
ous strings at distances to 600 yards, the 
best shooters were chosen as a team and 
represented New Jersey at the Creedmore 
meeting. 

Remington rifles had been given extra 


points whenever brought into competition 
with Springfield or other military rifles. 
Most NRA directors felt Remington rifles 
and Springfield rifles should be on equal 
footing. The NRA stopped the procedure 
of giving extra points to New York State 
Model Remington Rifles. The writers in 
“Shooting and Fishing” believed giving 
points to New York should have been 
stopped years before, and credited Capt. 
Shepherd with taking action. Members 
felt this action alone could make the NRA 
national “in fact as well as in name”. 
The Creedmore meeting was declared 
a success. In years before the tournament

Spectators were 
never in excess of 100 people during the 
meeting. The tournament did not have 
scores of people arriving on trains as hap- 
pened years before. 

George Schalck, veteran gunmaker 
from Pottsville, Pa., attended the 38th 
annual King shoot of the Newark 
Shooting Society. He did not win but shot 
with the likes of Wm. Hayes, J.A. 
Boyken, Coopersmith, Collins and 
Townsend. Observers commented on the 
possibility of the New York Schuetzen 
Corps taking charge of the upcoming 
International Sharpshooters’ Union 


Festival in 1892. 

The Franklin Rifle Club, organized in 
1867, held its 23rd annual shoot. Henry 
Andrus, S.J. Lyon, and E.H. Williams 
scored ahead of H.M. Pope who finished 
4th. Mr. Pope won the bullseye target 
with the first, last and most. 

H.M. Pope represented the Franklin 
Rifle Club, at the Meriden, Conn. annual 
fall shoot. He missed the money which 
was paid to the top three by being 5th on 
the German Ring target at 200 yards. 
Twenty points separated the top 5 shoot- 
ers. 

The fall meeting of the Springfield 
Rifle Club produced three winners. 
Stephens, Pope, and White won $30, $25, 
and $20 respectively.

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were scheduled to be completed soon at 
the Houston Schuetzen Verien. Upon 
completion of the project, steel target 
usage would cease, Standard targets 
would be used exclusively. 

Wm. Read & Sons was a distributor 
for Scott’s latest automatic ejector ham- 
merless shotgun. The gun was being used 
by Dickey, Eager, Miller and other noted 
trap shots. 

The Baker Shotgun made by Baker 
Gun and Forging Company of Batavia, 
N.Y. was a good gun for the money. 
Essentially it was safe, could be had with 
any choke, and was better than most 
cheap guns in fit and finish. 

The Baker sold for under $30, boast- 
ing of English stub twist barrels, exten- 
sion rib, checkered pistol grip, English 
walnut stock, rubber butt plate, low circu- 
lar hammers, solid strikers, rebounding 
locks, top snap action, and interchange- 
able parts. The compensating forend 
would take up wear at the hinge joint. 

Through A.C. Goulds’ investigations 
around Boston, he found gun shops had 
an increasing amount of orders for light 
weight guns. The guns on order were 
priced from $200 to $500 weighing 6-6 
1/2 pounds. For the most part, guns on 
order were 12 gauge with the 16 bore 
ordered very little. 

Most English guns had barrels cham- 
bered for the 2 9/16” Eley shell. The 
Americans chambered for the 2 5/8” case. 
Shooters insisted chamber and _ shell 
should match for best pattern. 
Recommendations were made to make a 
sulphur cast of the chamber as knowledge 
of chamber size would help avoid prob- 
lems when firing. 

“Pink Edge” could think of no good 
reason for a gun to have a pistol grip on 
the stock. He noted expensive English 
guns, seldom seen in America, do not 
have grips. He felt if pistol grips were 
good, then the best guns would sport 
them. 

Trap shooters observed powder 
charges in trap shells to be less in quanti- 
ty than 10 years prior. They also noted 
gun stocks were straighter. 

A reader of “Shooting and Fishing” 
doing research on trap shooting found 
articles referencing live bird shooting 
dated back to 1840. The first place in 
England to allow wagering on the number 
of pigeons either of two shooters could hit 
was “Old Hats”, a public house. The first 
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trap was a hole in the ground into which a 
pigeon was placed. A hat was placed over 
the hole. 

The American Shooting Association 
rules for classification worked fine if 
there were quite a few shooters, however, 
for the clubs with only a few shooters it 
was not a good system. All “A’’s shot 
together, all “B”’s shot together, etc. 
Using this system, in the presence of only 
a few shooters, there were times when 
only one or a few shooters were available 
for each class. 

Pleas for a universal system of handi- 
capping trap shooters were not unnoticed. 
The Association recognized the fact, a 
system when adopted, must be fitting for 
both large tournaments and small club 
competitions. Mr. Kirkwoods’ original 
idea of assigning shooters a distance at 
which to stand appeared to many as the 
best idea. Each shooter had a distance at 
which to stand from 10 to 24 yards 
depending on his shooting ability. 

About fifty gun clubs within a fifty 
mile radius of Boston were organized for 
trap shooting. In all clubs combined there 
were 30-40 class A shooters. 


During the last three years trap shoot- 
ing had taken over Pittsburgh, Pa. Until 
recently there were only two or three 
clubs, now there were dozens. 

The Middlesex Gun Club tournament 
was a hugh success. W.M. Cannon, the 
one armed expert, competed with every- 
one and finished fourth overall in the 
shooting. “Flying Saucers and Ruffled 
feathers were evident.” 

The New Jersey clubs had the most 
activity shooting at live birds, occasional- 
ly for as much as $1000 a side. Frank 
Class, J. Frank Kleinz, J.A.R. Elliott, C.E. 
Murphy were always among the top 
shooters. 

The Keystone Mfg. Co. celebrated its 
3rd annual shooting tournament which 
last 5 days. On the fourth day of the tour- 
nament an Eastern team defeated a 
Western team with both teams averaging 
over 93 birds broken. Eastern team- 
Dickey, Whitney, Kelsey, Miller, 
McMurchy, Wolstencroft. Western team- 
Heikes, Mcdonald, Benscotten, Osborne, 
Ruble, Rife. 

At the conclusion of the Keystone 
tournament, the Pennsylvania State

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Sportsmen’s Association was organized 
and officers were elected. H.A. Penrose 
presided as the first president with the 
first tournament to be announced shortly. 

Barney Walther returned from Europe 
reporting Americans were treated like 
royalty throughout their trip until they got 
to Berlin. At Berlin the tournament was 
totally mismanaged. In the rapid firing 
portion of the tournament, only American 
shooters suffered delays, some targets not 
coming up for a full minute. 

During rapid fire competition German 
shooters did not worry about lubrication 
and cleaning as did American shooters. 
German shooters used an unlubricated 
bullet, dipped the bullet in a pot of vase- 
line, then inserted the cartridge into the 
chamber. Walther did admit to losing the 
competition to five of the best 
“Hamburgers” he ever saw. 

Buffalo Bill and Dr. Carver Wild West 
Shows were both in Hamburg, Germany. 
Carver, Buffalo Bill, Annie Oakley, John 
Baker and C. Daily were all in fine form 
giving exhibitions regularly. 

The Buffalo Bill marksmen met their 
match when shooting against E.M. 
Thomas, an Austrian Court dentist. 
Thomas could break pebbles or stones 
tossed in the air with either a Winchester 
or Colt rifle. 

Dr. Carver shot 1023 balls, breaking 
1000 in 34 minutes. Carver claimed to 
have uniform sight in both eyes. The man 
tossing the balls did a perfect job and 
should have been given as much credit as 
Carver. Regardless of the number of arti- 
cles to be thrown the tosser was responsi- 
ble for throwing them exactly the same 
way each time. 3000 people witnessed 
the feat including Annie Oakley who had 
money wagered against Carver breaking 
her record of 984 balls, quick shooting.

In England, the Bisley running deer 
target had been around almost since the 
beginning of Wimbledon. The shooters in 
competition got in the habit of shooting 
the deer when it ran from right to left. 
The rules eventually changed and shoot- 
ers were required to shoot the deer as it 
ran both to and fro. 

The Man target fired on alternate days 
of the deer target was intended for the 
military men. A change in the rules was 
requested so military arms could not be 
used in competition if the military men 
decided to fire on the deer target. Hunters 
were complaining the military Martini 
rifles were more accurate than hunting 
rifles. The wording in the rules was con- 
fusing. Sporting meant “hunting” to the

Americans, but meant “match” to the 
English. 

Also at Bisley an electric rifle was on 
display. The cartridge was loaded regu- 
larly with powder and bullet but without a 
primer. A wire connected to a battery in 
the stock provided ignition. Shooters 
were looking forward to a revolver so 
equipped. Since trigger pull was the 
biggest factor in revolver inaccuracy an 
electrical connection was sure to increase 
the ability of the arm. 

Englands’ magazine rifle, adopted for 
soft bullets, was not without problems. 
Because of hard bullets the rifle barrel 
heated rapidly. Since bullet structure was 
lacking in quality, jackets continued to 
strip from lead cores. 

J.J. Meyrick, English correspondent, 
experimented extensively with round 
balls in calibers up to and including .40 
caliber. He encouraged “Iron Ramrod” or 
other Americans to try the same. Meyrick 
wanted to prove safety in cultivated areas 
and round ball accuracy out to 100 yards. 
He used a 63 grain round ball in the .40- 
60, 70 grain in a .35 Maynard, and a 37

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grain in a .30 rook. 

A correspondent from India described 
the Mark I rifle which was the trial 
weapon in 1869. He wrote of the Mark II, 
Ill, IV, V and magazine rifle VI in .303 
caliber. He believed the .577 Snider had 
two advantages. It stopped whatever it hit 
and could give out a dose of buckshot 
when required. 

The Indian writer also lamented the 
fact rifle shooting, except for the military, 
was almost dead in the water. Two men 
from India were being sent to England 
and the continent of Europe to learn prop- 
er procedure for making smokeless pow- 
der. Indians believed it necessary to pro- 
duce powder in India if rifle shooting was 
going to propagate. In 1890, there were 
two powder factories in India, both pro- 
duced black powder. 

In the Boston area, smokeless powder 
was in great demand. Production of the 
powder was slower than usage with some 
shooters forced to use black powder. 
Trap shooters particularly enjoyed 
smokeless powder as they could see their 
birds break. 

R.E. Boyce gave instructions for load- 
ing Gelbrite powder. Since the powder 
came in sheet form it was to be cut into 
strips, sized depending on charge desired. 
Normally, strips would be wide enough to 
reach from the bottom of the case to with- 
in 1/16” of the bullet base. The strips 
were to be coiled about a small rod (1/8”) 
and inserted into the case. The strips 
would uncoil and go to the outside of the 
case leaving airspace. Proper strip size 
could be determined by shooting into 
pine boards. Proper sized strips would 
penetrate the same number of boards pen- 
etrable by a factory load. 

A wooden box, called a socket box, 
for carrying ammunition was recom- 
mended for convenience. Allen H. 
Spencer of Chelsea, Mass., designed a 
box with a hinged top covering augered 
holes of the proper width and length. If 
the augered holes were run slightly 
through the box; decapping and loading 
without removing the shells from their 
sockets was possible. 

Everlasting shells, primarily copper, 
were made thicker and heavier than other 
shells. Both the thin and Everlasting 
shells were “drawn”, however, the 
Everlasting shells required much heavier 
machinery. 

Riflemen were concerned with the 
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price of lead. Within six months the price 
had increased over 50 percent to 7 1/2 
cents per pound. Shot was | percent 
cheaper. 

R.E. Boyer, “Iron Ramrod”, “Ralph 
Greenwood”, Wentworth and Stevens, 
deemed the .25 caliber a success. Many 
shooters recommended Harwoods’ bullet 
lubricant for the .25 caliber. Salem 
Wilder recommended using vinegar to 
remove leading from rifle barrels. 
Wooden cleaning rods were thought not 
to wear barrels out. 

Contradictions kept coming in as to

the best twist for the .25 caliber. Most 
shooters felt factories should have 
straightened out problems before produc- 
tion. “Iron Ramrod”, Captain of the Small 
Bore Cranks, favored a 15” twist. He 
encouraged riflemen to send in comments 
on .25 caliber twist. 

“Tron Ramrod”, R. Harwood, was crit- 
icized for recommending a bullet of 
heavy weight in .25 caliber. He was told 
to remember the .25 caliber was a hunting 
caliber. It was to have a flat trajectory. 

J.B. Stevens, Jr. of Dover, N.H. used a

his .25 caliber. He used the Chase system 
of loading with a patched bullet and 
scored 19 out of 20 bulls eyes. He pre- 
ferred an 88 grain bullet with every pow- 
der charge weighed. O.M. Jewell found 
the .25 caliber far superior to the .22 on 
woodchucks. More and more telescopes 
were being used on small bore rifles. 

James Duane fired a .25-10 through 
screens and came up with a trajectory like 
a “rainbow”. He encouraged “Iron 
Ramrod” to fire the .25-20-77 through the 
screens and report the curve. 

“Iron Ramrod” had a Stevens Lord 
model pistol with a 10 inch barrel cham- 
bered for the .25-67 rimfire cartridge. 
Fred and William Bennett were the only 
other shooters willing to chance the first 
long range pistol cartridge. They easily 
hit an 8 inch circle at 100 yards. 

FE. Bennett visited Walnut Hill range 
putting on a demonstration with a Gould 
model Stevens pistol. One ten shot target 
recorded was a 95. The pistol broke a 
mainspring on the 55th shot. He later 
shot at 50 yards scoring 929 of 1000 
points. In one exhibition he scored 145 
bulls eyes in a row using UMC long rifle 
ammunition. He suffered only one hang- 
fire. 

Whenever Major Hinman went hunt- 
ing he carried his .22 caliber pocket rifle. 
It was a Gould pistol for which Hinman 
had made a skeleton stock. He then 
attached a 16” barrel to the pistol frame. 

Hinmans’ hunting rifle was a .38-90 
built on a .22 caliber rifle frame. He 
desired a light rifle and the .38-90 came 
in at 7 pounds. 

The .35-40 used either a 16 or 18 inch 
twist. The Maynard .40-60 used an 18 or 
20 inch twist depending on the shooters 
choice. 

Walter Winans collected revolver 
stock plates. He collected them for their 
unusual carvings or unusual type of mate- 
rials from which they had been made. 
Winans was having a set of plates made 
for the revolver of the late Chevalier Ira 
Paine. The plates were being made by a 
Japanese artist from ivory, gold, and col- 
ored stones. The work was to take about 
one year. 

N. Washburn a relentless experimenter 
at Walnut Hill had Horace Warner build 
him a rifle on a machine rest. Not at all 
held at the shoulder, the rifle was built on 
a Sharps Borchardt action. The barrel, 30

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inches in length, weighed 8 pounds 
included a chamber cut for the .40 Ballard 
shell which held 75 grains of powder. 

Bullets for the machine rifle were 
made in three segments, soft base, medi- 
um middle, and hard tip. All three parts 
were cast separately then swaged togeth- 
er with a wood screw cast in the tip sec- 
tion. Washburn shot at an inch paster put 
on a target at 200 yards. 

Pratt and Whitney could provide gun 
cranks with new rifling machines. It was 
not known for sure if they could provide 
parts for the hand rifling machines. 

A reader wrote in to advise the mem- 
bership about Purdey double rifles. He 
said Purdey was the only gunmaker capa- 
ble of making a double rifle where both 
barrels shot alike. Different points of 
impact were the double rifles biggest 
problem. 

Neither BB nor CB caps were recom- 
mended for fine guns because of the ful- 
minate of mercury contained therein. The 
corrosive action of the mercury quickly 
caused rust spots and ruined the best of 
barrels. BB caps were said to be worst 
because of powdered glass included as a 
reducing agent in the mercury. CB caps, 
lubricated, contained a greasy compound 
as a reducing agent. 

The Boston Sunday Globe reported 
the United States was contemplating a 
change in army rifles. The change was 
going to be toward a smaller caliber for 
flatter trajectories. Reportedly, a tenden- 
cy was toward a magazine rifle, possibly 
without a bayonet. 

“Ralph Greenwood”, A.C. Gould, 
began a series on constructing a rifle 
range. He frowned on metal targets 
because of the numerous injuries to the 


markers from flying lead. He recom- 
mended a sash system which would 
enable the marker to raise or lower the 
target from a pit at least 8 feet deep. 

“Greenwood” recognized J.W. Soule 
for coming up with a device for register- 
ing shot values from the pits. The target 
index could be set to record shot values 
on any target in which scoring | through 
12 was used. 

Gould also recommended the indica- 
tor plug designed by Geo. R. Russell. 
The plug when inserted into a bullet hole 
could be readily seen with telescopic aid 
from the shooters bench. The well 
equipped range should also have wind 
flags and telescopes available both to the 
shooter and scorer. Of course he recom- 
mended barriers of proper construction 
for protection of both the countryside and 
observer. 

A pistol fished from the Chesapeake 
Bay about 1790, was a flint lock holster 
pistol. Said to belong to Capt. Kidd, the

Dear David, 

Following a couple of enquiries recently, I 
thought it might be timely to remind the many 
users of 303 Lee-Enfields (and indeed Pattern 
1914 Enfields too) that there is only ONE cor- 
rect way to fill 303 charger clips. Any other 
scheme is likely to end up with rounds 
jammed all over the place, before, during, and 
after loading the magazine! 


The magic words are 
“THREE DOWN AND TWO UP”. 


A 


DOWN UP DOWN UP DOWN 


This is the recommended (correct) manner in 
which to fill 303 charger-clips. 

Any other pattern is likely to lead to car- 
tridges not entering the box magazine cor- 
rectly, causing jams. 

Cartridges from clips filled properly will align 
in the magazine with each round ahead of 
the one below it. 


Three rounds, the odd numbers, one, three 
and five are fitted with their rims hard down 
on the bottom of the charger-clip. The other 
two, the even numbers two and four, are fitted 
with their rims ABOVE the rims of the odd 
numbers either side of them. 

This scheme keeps the clip symmetrical 
end for end, and (who knows or cares ‘why?) 
tends to create the right result in the magazine, 
of the rim of every round being ahead of the 
one below it. This is the crucial factor to 
achieve, of course. It is remarkable how 
jammed a 303 mag can become if the stagger 
is incorrect, as one of my correspondents dis- 
covered. Like JAMMED. 

If a mag gets jammed, it can sometimes be 
un-jammed if it is taken out of the rifle and 
smacked as fast as possible base-down onto 
the palm of your other hand. The sharp RAP 
will often jar the errant rounds into submis- 
sion, and line them up properly. Worth a try, 
but failing that you pry them out. In a P-14, 
you can drop the floorplate by prodding the 
release-catch with the nose of a Mark VII 
round, the intended tool for the job. With any 
luck the floor-plate, spring, platform and five 
rounds will fall out. Then you start all over 
again. It did happen, so it isn’t just you. 

Maybe if there’s a wee space in a coming 
issue, this could save a few moments of 


anguish!

OLIVER WINCHESTER 
(1810-1880) 


Oliver Winchester was born in 1810, in 
Boston, Massachusetts. 

In 1857 Oliver Winchester invested his funds 
to take control of the insolvent Volcanic 
Repeating Arms Company of New Haven, 
Connecticut. A skilled gunsmith (Benjamin 
Tyler Henry) was hired as plant manager. An 
improved cartridge was developed, and a 
repeating rifle to use it in (the Henry rifle) fol- 
lowed... and there also followed the Winchester 
66, Winchester 73, Winchester 76, Winchester 
86, and Winchester 94... the famed lever action 
series that “won the west”, and were unquestionably 
the most influential family of rifles ever manufac- 
tured in this country. 

Of even more importance (perhaps) to the readers 
of this magazine was the development of the 
Winchester Model 70 bolt action rifle... “The 
Rifleman’s Rifle”, and the several variants that fol- 
lowed. The Model 70 rifle dominated high power 
shooting for decades, and even today there are a large 
number of shooters who feel it is the only choice for 
a winning highpower match rifle. 

And if we were to forego mentioning here the 
beloved Winchester highwalls and lowwalls... there 
probably (make that: certainly) would be rioting in 
the streets from our readers. 

Oliver Winchester is gone... but his last name has 
become synonymous with “rifle” in the Americas of 
today. 

Oliver Winchester is buried in Evergreen 
Cemetery, 42 Winthrop Avenue (off Sylvan Avenue) 
at the junction of Route 10 and Route 1, in New 
Haven, Connecticut. The grave site is on the extreme 
western edge of the cemetery, alongside the Service 
Road.

So when Jeff Aberegg suggested he 
and I conduct a test of bullets made by 
John Herold up in Fort Fairfield, Maine, 
I reluctantly consented. Thinking back 
on it, my excuse for being so disgusting- 
ly agreeable was because Mr. Aberegg 
elected to call at 5 a.m., approximately 
one hour before I typically crawl to the 
kitchen for a wake-up mug of Joe. 
Those shooters whose telephone num- 
bers are stored for all eternity in Mr. 
Aberegg’s automatic dialer know that 
Jeff works all kinds of weird hours, and 
while the normal world is either sleeping 
or watching tv test patterns, he likes to

’ John Herold’s .224” bullets, and I cer- 


tainly did want to try them. According 
to plan, the Golden Era Dude and I 
would conduct separate evaluations of 
the projectiles. He would then furnish 
me his groups and observations, and I’d 
write the article. Simple enough. 
Ripping into the package from 
Maine, which arrived a few weeks later, 
I found a box of bullets and a lengthy, 
fascinating letter from  bulletmaker 
Herold, an excellent writer who occa- 
sionally contributes to these pages. 
Inside the boxed projectiles John had 
inserted a small plastic bag containing 
10 “odd” bullets. His letter explained it

all, including some interesting commen- 
tary on bulletmaking. 

Before we get to John’s letter, some 
observations on the bullets themselves: 
First impression was that these were 
pretty much run-of-the-press .224” 
match bullets. Although the 52-grain, 
flat-base missiles exhibited pronounced 
and somewhat thicker pressure rings 
than I’ve noted on other custom bullets, 
the shank, or bearing surface, eventually 
sloped off toward the nose at the in- 
vogue and ever-popular 7-S rate. The 
jackets exhibited a nifty burnished sheen

PS columnist Jeff Aberegg and his enchanted Savage .222. 
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produced in swaging, without polishing. 
All in all, I gathered Mr. Herold donned 
his pants like any of our other excellent 
bulletmakers: both legs at a time. 

I was jolted out of any indifference, 
however, as I began screwing my 
micrometer down on those babies. At 
any point around the pressure ring, on 
bullet after bullet, the instrument stopped 
at precisely .2242”, exactly as John had 
stated in his letter. On every bullet I 
measured, the shank (bearing surface) 
immediately in front of the ring and 
extending a short distance toward the 
point was—according to my microme- 
ter—precisely standard barrel groove 
diameter: .2240”. Measuring farther 
toward the nose, the body shrank only 
.0002” before rapidly curving off into 
the ogive. Consequently, with the 
micrometer clamped on a bullet immedi- 
ately forward of the pressure ring, even 
at the most forward point along the 
shank no clearance could be seen 
between the shank and micrometer jaws. 


Miking several other brands of custom 
bullets disclosed that maximum body 
diameters just forward of the pressure 
rings ranged from .2234” to .2238”, 
depending on the maker. None were 
standard .2240”. Moreover, the shanks 
of one make displayed a pronounced 
taper in diameter, easily seen in the 
micrometer jaws. 

A brief inspection of the 10 bagged 
Herold bullets left me clueless as to the 
cause of their separation. Fortunately, 
John detailed in his letter to Jeff and I 
why he had isolated these projectiles. 
They weren’t rejects, he pointed out, but 
rather the pressure rings on the bagged 
specimens merely possessed a cosmetic 
feature different from the others. “As I 
swaged merrily away,’ he explained, 
“everything appeared absolutely nor- 
mal—that is, until I began the point- 
forming process. As you can see, the 90 
loose bullets in the box formed with a 
very apparent pressure ring—quite a bit 
more noticeable than I’m used to getting 
with other lots of J-4s. The bagged bul- 
lets, however, formed with a much less 
noticeable, more ‘normal’ pressure ring. 


Even so, the dimensions of all the bullets 
are the same: a .2240” body and .2242” 
pressure ring, and all were made in the 
same production run, from the same 
materials, at the same die settings, etc. 
Take my word for it, there was as little 
variation as I could manage!” 

He went on to recommend that Jeff 
and I work the bagged bullets into our 
groups. “See if any obvious flyers occur 
using the bullets from the small lot, and 
then see if group aggregates vary signif- 
icantly between the two conditions.” 

My micrometer put the bagged bul- 
lets at precisely the same dimensions as 
the others. I figured John Herold was, 
proverbially speaking, splitting hairs. 
Jeff speculated these bullets would 
group with the others, and I suspected he 
was right. Still, John wanted a compari- 
son, and a comparison he would get. I 
returned the bullets to their bag. 

In his illuminating letter, bulletmaker 
Herold offered a possible explanation 
for the minor aberration: “Gentlemen, I 
give you an apparent case of jacket hard-

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ness variation. The last bucket of J-4s I 
opened had a high percentage of jackets 
that were not only heavier than the oth- 
ers, but apparently softer as well. 
Consequently, the bases upset more 
readily in the point-forming die. 

“Jacket hardness is a very important 
aspect of the process,” he continued, 
“and I don’t think it’s been well dis- 
cussed in the shooting press. The jacket 
must be soft enough to form readily, yet 
hard enough to withstand the bulletmak- 
ing process, not to mention the trip down 
the rifled tube. Too hard, and the jacket 
may act brittle and tend to ‘wrap’ or fold 
over on itself when the nose is being 
formed, rather than forming smoothly. 
Jackets that are too soft, on the other 
hand, might lead to ‘pressure wrinkling’ 
such as that observed in the 90 bullets 
you have.” 

For still more insight into the unex- 
pected pitfalls awaiting the man at the 
press, John was kind enough to take the 
time to point out some basic principles. 
“Bullet swaging, unlike case sizing, is an 
expanding-up process”, he explained. 
“We start out with a jacket that is slight- 
ly less than finished bullet diameter. 
Grabbing one at random from my cur- 
rent bucket of .22 caliber J-4s, it mikes at 
2226". After it’s lubed—assuming 


we’ve already prepared a batch of cores 
of the appropriate weight—the next step 
is to seat the core into the jacket. To do 
this, the jacket and core are pressed into 
a die of proper diameter, using a seating 
punch that must be small enough to enter 
the unworked jacket, yet large enough to 
prevent the compressed lead from squirt- 
ing past it and up the inside of the jack- 
et, which would cause bullet imbalance. 

“Oh, yes,” the bulletmaker continued, 
“the punch also can’t be so big that the 
jacket and core refuse to come off. This 
can be a rather delicate balance between 
jacket thickness, beginning jacket diam- 
eter and final diameter of the core-jacket 
assembly as it comes from the die.” 

Achieving the required compatibility 
between the various die components is 
complicated even more, John pointed 
out, by the fact that jackets taper a bit on 
the inside and also tend to vary in thick- 
ness and weight from lot to lot. 

“Once all these factors have been 
worked out in the core-seating opera- 
tion,” he said, ““we can expand up the 
core in the jacket to something just under 
the finished bullet diameter. That done, 
we're ready to run it into the point-form- 
ing die and finish the bullet.” 

As recently as a few months ago he 
was using steel dies. Then he upgraded 
by ordering a carbide pointing die from 
Bill Niemi of Greensboro, Vermont. “It 
was at that point,’ John noted, “that 
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problems with an undersize body diame- 
ter developed.” John was referring to the 
fact that his first bullets pointed in the 
carbide die measured .2235” on the 
shank—.0005” under standard .2240” 
barrel groove diameter. Mr. Herold, a 
driven perfectionist who admits to tee- 
tering on the brink of bothersome obses- 
sive/compulsive behavior, said that 
while his efforts were probably ade- 
quate, maybe even very good, they 
weren’t perfect. They wouldn’t do. 

“About a week after I received the 
beautiful Niemi die,” he continued, “Bill 
Niemi was kind enough to call and ask 
how everything was working out. I told 
him his die was working perfectly, but 
that the finished body diameters were a 
bit small, although the pressure rings 
were ok at about .2241”. 

“Bill then proceeded to give me my 
first lesson in carbide bullet-die technol- 
ogy,” John said. “He explained that the 
pressure necessary to force a lubricated 
jacket with its seated core into a carbide 
point-forming die is considerably less 
than that required in a steel die. As a 
consequence, there’s less overall “bump- 
ing up’ of the bullet diameter taking 
place in the carbide die. Sure, the pres- 
sure ring may bump up, but the body 
diameter tends to stay small. Thus a 
core-seating die that produces a core- 
seated body diameter of, say .2235” may 
successfully bump up to .2240” in a steel 
die, while that same seated core may 
only bump up to perhaps .2236” in a car- 
bide die.” 

Because the bulletmaker was still 
using a steel core seater, this is precisely 
what was happening. The steel die had 
suddenly been rendered undersize 
because the follow-up pointing opera- 
tion was now being done in a slick car- 
bide die. “After I described what was 
happening,” John continued, “Bill kindly 
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offered to lap out my steel core-seating 
die to the appropriate diameter, just to 
help get me started in bullet making. For 
this he charged me practically nothing.” 

With his problems worked out and 
bullet production under way, John quick- 
ly adopted a policy concerning quality 
control that’s both harsh and final. “A 
certain mental resolve, a determination 
that nothing but the best will do is 
absolutely necessary. If something does- 
n’t feel or look right during one of the 
operations, you have to chuck the bullet, 
toss it, get rid of it. Under no circum- 
stances can you sell it to a customer. We 
tend to fall in love with our work, and 
throwing some of it out can be the hard- 
est decision we make, but make it we 
must. The bullet that doesn’t feel or look 
right most likely won’t shoot right 
either.” 

Indeed, Mr. Herold’s bullets offer a 
fascinating insight into bullet perfor- 
mance previously limited mostly to 
shooters who make their own. Here we 
have one individual swaging every sin- 
gle bullet with the greatest of care. 
Because most bulletmakers have the 
audacity to actually insist on a modest 
profit from their labor and thus must 
establish certain production levels, 
they’re unlikely to invest the time and 
care John does. At this point, John views 
bulletmaking more as an experiment into 
accuracy than a business. 

It didn’t take long for groups and 
related commentary to begin flowing 
from the east shores of Lake Michigan. 
On the outskirts of Ludington, columnist 
Aberegg, a hard-line benchrest extremist 
who clings to the ancient dogma of 
uncompromising bench discipline, was 
perfecting his summer routine: plant 
feet, squeeze trigger, follow through, 
return rifle, load, slap mosquitoes. Plant 
feet...etc, etc. 

Obviously, Mr. Aberegg’s disciplined 
approach served him well. Looking at 
his targets, we see that on two afternoons 
he turned in some truly excellent results 
with his Herold bullets launched from a 
Savage 112J rifle in .222 Remington and 
fitted with a 20X Lyman All-American 
scope. This becomes all the more 
remarkable when we consider that Jeff’s 
primitive rig was hammered out in pri- 
mordial caves by fur-clad grunts in the 
waning days of the Bronze Age. The 
rifle carries an imposing 26” barrel mea- 


suring .81” at the muzzle and weighs in 
at about 10 pounds. 

By the time he finally acquired the 
venerable rig back in the mid-’80s, the 
rifle had seen far better days. Jeff swears 
that although the riflings just downrange 
of the throat are still visible, most of the 
lands at the muzzle are conspicuously 
absent. Of course, the implication here 
is that had the good Mr. Aberegg been 
firing a proper firearm, he would have 
blown off the doors. Given that Jeff has 
this truly disturbing perversion involving 
scouring the planet for ancient equip- 
ment, the bad news is his “new” rifles 
are usually pretty well shot by the time 
he acquires title. The other bad news is 
he generally winds up paying an arm and 
leg for them. 

The Aberegg charge was 22-1/2 
grains of Accurate 2015BR ignited by 
Federal Gold Medal Match Primers. 
Judging from Accurate Arms’ loading 
data, I’d guess Jeff was pushing his .222 
all of 3,000 fps. The modest velocity 


may explain his custom of leisurely 
swigging down a_ brewski before 
strolling downrange to check each 
group, thereby assuring that the bullets 
arrive at the target before he does. 

Going to Target A let’s review Jeff’s 
performance in light of his comments 
and excuses. About .918” group 1, he 
had this to say: “I’ve been spending a 
whole lot of time trying to get the 
Enfield to shoot cast bullets. What I’ve 
found that works is a very hard hold, 
along with my left hand gripping the 
forearm. In group #1, this is the hold I 
used.” 

Mr. Aberegg added that it was only 
after the smoke settled from this group 
that he realized he was shooting his .222 
incorrectly and modified his hold some- 
what on group 2. After the second 
group, he then got into his “groove” with 
this particular rifle. His 2nd 
Remington technique consists of a light

grip and light shoulder contact. In his 
defense, Jeff does shoot a wide assort- 
ment of rifles, and most of us would con- 
cede it is tough to go from one rifle to 
another. Since group | also contains the 
first shot from a clean barrel, and it 
would have been quite legitimate for Jeff 
to have burned a fouling shot, we’ll toss 
it out. In fact, for our specific bullet-test 
purposes, we’ll discard every one of his 
initial groups after cleaning the rifle. To 
be fair, a rifle’s reluctance to settle down 
after cleaning is more an indictment of 
the rifle than the bullet. Besides, con- 
trary to my usual practice, not a single 
group in my portion of the test includes 
the first shot from a clean barrel. 

Because Jeff protested loudly that 
group 2 also was the result of an incor- 
rect hold, we’ll toss it too. For our test 
purposes, let’s start with the .399” and 
the nice .270”. After cleaning his barrel 
and firing group 5 (omitted), he then fin- 
ished off Target A by mixing in the 
bagged bullets with the others and firing 
a .213”, .433” and .338”. No undue fly- 
ers here, bagged bullets or not. 

On Target B, fired a couple of weeks 
later, the Golden Era Dude really began 
to cook. Disregarding fouling group 1, 
he lead off with a tiny .175”, followed by 
a .426” and a .396”. After cleaning the 
barrel and fouling it with group 5, 
he concluded in a blaze of consistency 
with a .311”, .306” and .326”. The last 
three excellent groups include the 
bagged bullets. 

That gave Jeff an 1 1-group average of 
.327”. Even if the groups were produced 
from an axle-dimensioned barrel, this 
amounts to an impressive showing for 
John Herold’s bullets and Jeff Aberegg’s 
highly regimented bench procedures.

Down Granbury way, I dutifully ven- 
tured out late on four afternoons, mutter- 
ing a stream of dark obscenities at the 
95- to 105-degree heat still lingering at 
sundown. Despite my best attempts to 
ignore the situation, I was forced to 
make a 1/2-grain reduction in my .222 
Revenge’s standard charge of H322. In 
the heat, its usual 26-grain load sent the 
little cartridge over the velocity edge, 
resulting in flyers. Although I didn’t 
mess with the chronograph, I’d guess the 
reduced load urged the Herold bullets 
downrange at beginning velocities hov- 
ering at the customary 3,450 to 3,500 fps 
level. The rifle consists of a Panda 
action glued into a Six benchrest stock 
and adorned with a 22” Shilen #5 con- 
tour barrel measuring .74” at the crown 
and a 16X Leupold scope. The rig 
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weighs about 8-1/2 pounds. 

Things started off wonderfully, with 
three groups in the .2”s. (Kindly see 
Target C.) I was particularly proud of 
group 3, not strictly because it measured 
just .216”, but because it was fired in two 
contrasting conditions. After sending 
the first two shots away in a brisk breeze 
at 7 o’clock, the air movement died as I 
chambered the third round. Now, the 
four flags downrange indicated a very 
slight airflow from about 4 o’clock. I 
waited a few minutes, but with a small 
storm cloud approaching from the north, 
I doubted the original condition would 
return. Placing the crosshairs where just 
a little white showed outside the black 
circle at 3 o’clock, I managed to wedge

bullet #3 nicely between the first two. 
Taking the same hold in the continuing 
condition, I quickly released the final 
two rounds. What great fun! 

Three days later, I fired disappointing 
groups 4 and 5. As I woefully pored 
over the day’s results, I suddenly real- 
ized that for the first time in this test I 
had included the “odd” bullets John 
Herold had bagged. Two of the outcasts 
were in group 4 and three in group 5. 
Because I had loaded the ammo after 
returning from the previous range out- 
ing, this fact had completely slipped my 
mind. Were the bagged bullets with 
allegedly harder jackets at the core of my 
grief? The more I contemplated the mat- 
ter, the more I became convinced this 
was the case. 

Since only five of the bagged bullets 
remained, and because I was now preju- 
diced against the culls, a final “blind 
test” would be needed to avoid any sub- 
conscious bias that might influence the 
outcome. The five bagged bullets were 
loaded and the rounds placed in a pill 
bottle. Five rounds with regular Herold 
bullets were then placed in an identical 
container. Only a mark on the bottom of 
one container indicated which was 
which. Finally the containers were shuf- 
fled, and I had no idea which batch I was 
firing until test completion. Friends, 
there are no limits to the absurdity ’'m 
willing to suffer in the pursuit of incon- 
clusive results. 

Group 6, formed with the bagged bul-

lets, measures .460”. Looking at 7, once 
again the regular Herold bullets pro- 
duced a group in the .2”s. Because up to 
now every group with the regular Herold 
bullets measured in the .2”s, I had to 
know if the trend would continue, and 
thus on another afternoon I fired groups 
8 and 9. Although the spread in group 8 
could conceivably have been caused by a 
sneaky letup in the prevailing 5 o’clock 
wind, group 9, which also measures in 
the .4’’s, was fired in a rare calm, thus 
not much chance of wind spread. 
Considering that the last two groups 
using the regular bullets are equivalent to 
groups 4, 5 and 6 fired with the bagged 
bullets, it becomes doubtful that varia- 
tions in jacket hardness played any 
meaningful role in group size. Certainly 
Jeff’s groups indicate no difference. By 
the way, my average for nine groups was 
.378”, some .051” larger than Jeff’s. 
Rats! 

As you well know, my shooting 
friends, groups 6 and 8 on Target C rep- 
resent a shooter’s worst nightmare. A 
horizontally displaced shot always cre- 
ates a nagging doubt whether the 
accursed thing was a flyer or the breezes 
made a sap out of you. Again. 
Consequently, you can’t decide whether 
to overhaul your load and/or equipment 
or bang your head against a wall. 

To play it safe, I did both. In the area 
of equipment modification, I’m correct- 
ing a possible problem with my action 
bedding and glue-in job. As I baked at 
the bench one afternoon, I placed my 
hand on the barrel to see if it was over- 
heating. At that moment I happened to 
be looking through the scope and noted 
that the crosshairs moved down the tar- 
get to alarming dimensions. Obviously 
the action bedding was mush, and the

heat was aggravating the situation. Thinking back on the 
bedding project, which was done years ago, seems like the 
epoxy didn’t set up hard in the beginning. 

Even as this is being written, new action bedding is cur- 
ing in the garage. And this time it'll be rock hard, or else 
I’ll Dremel it out and start over. Will this aid accuracy? Is 
hard, rigid bedding better than soft? Beats me, and it’s 
next to impossible to prove. Being that you can’t change 
the hardness without rebedding the receiver, it’s tough to 
decide which of the two factors are responsible for any d 
change. \ gary ae

was either the .2’’s or the .4’s. Feast or 
famine. Nevertheless, I'd have to say 
that based on Jeff’s results and mine, the 
Herold bullets shoot very well indeed. 

If you have interest in trying these 
bullets, be aware that although John 
Herold technically is in the bullet busi- 
ness, he presently has a very limited pro- 
duction, partly because he dotes over his 
handiwork, partly because he has other 
full-time employment and _ partly 
because he’s currently involved in a 
rather sizeable order for me. But there 
are still other complications. Kind of 
like adopting a Cabbage Patch Doll, Mr. 
Herold elicits a solemn oath that pur- 
chasers give his bullets a good home and 
keep him advised how they shoot. If, 
despite these drawbacks, you’d like to 
put your name on John’s list, his address

Even if the preponderance of reports 
coming back to John are favorable, we’ ll 
still be left wondering if the magic is in 
the swaging care or in the body diameter 
or both. Logic suggests that a slightly 
larger shank diameter may pay off in 
some rifles. In others, maybe not. It’s 
only reasonable to view bullet dimen- 
sions as they relate to barrel measure- 
ments. After all, just as custom bullets 
vary from standard groove diameter, so 
do our barrels. Even though we’re talk- 
ing about ridiculously tiny variances 
from standard .2240”, there’s the chance 
that a specific shank diameter may shoot 
best in a particular rifle. Too many of us 
have been preoccupied with the diameter 
of the fragile, and possibly inconsequen-

We have taken full advan- 
tage of our test range at home and our rifles are as well tuned as 
Indy cars the morning of the big race.

In the trunk you have Clarence 
Hammonds or Jim Borden or Dwight 
Scott rifles with Briar Hail or Charlie 
Delasandro or Tommy Meredith paint 
jobs. You shoot off a Gary Hayes front rest 
with a Bald Eagle deluxe windage top and 
Bald Eagle bags. Your reloading tools are 
in one of those fancy wood tool boxes that 
somebody sells at the Super Shoot every 
year. The luggage in the back seat is made 
of dark green canvas with leather trim and 
came from Gokey’s up in Minnesota. 
When you load the trunk, you are setting 
your stuff on carpet that makes the one in 
the living room look like a soiled rag. 

Now.... you gonna carry your spare 
barrels in three bucks worth of PVC pipe? 
And put ‘em in this trunk? Not in this life- 
time. 

Paul’s barrel tubes come with a soft 
cloth liner to put on the barrel before you 
put it in the tube. The tube itself is too 
fragile (everything except the end caps is 
wood) to be used as a shipping container. 
However, it is plenty strong enough to 
carry your barrel to matches or to store 
them in. A little care in handling will 
insure that it lasts for years. 

These things are truly beautiful and, for 
around fifty bucks, are kind of a cheap lux- 
ury. (The Benz coupe is a LOT more.) 
With any care at all they will look good 
long after you have forgotten the folly of 
blowing fifty bucks. Hey, we only live 
once. 

Paul showed me a new gadget at a 
match we both attended last week- end. He 
is making a miniature wood container like 
a really short barrel tube. He had primers 
in the one he showed me. Said there were 
more things coming. Stay tuned. Paul’s 
address and phone at end of article.

BOB MARTINEZ. We first met Bob 
Martinez at the Cactus Classic match a 
couple of years ago. Bob shoots in 
Colorado where he lives and tries to make 
this one big match each year. Bob and I hit 
it off pretty well and have kept in touch. 
He, like the author, is a seriously insane 
type that shoots short BR’s in a PPC 
world. Bob even shoots the .200” short .22 
BR, which no competitor except the seri- 
ously talented (Jerry Forys and Jerry 
Hensler come to mind) or the seriously 
demented (the author comes to mind) 
would even consider. 

Bob makes a couple of benchrest wid- 
gets that most of us can use. One kinda fits 
the luxury category... the other is an 
excellent value. Start with the value first. 

See the picture of the bracket for 
mounting a powder measure on your tool 
box. This one is mine and goes where I go, 
matchwise. For years I have had a separate 
powder measure stand that required a “C “ 
clamp to mount on my reloading table. It 
looked good and worked well but was just 
one more thing to lug around to matches. 

Bob showed me this one at this year’s 
Cactus. I took it home and mounted it on 
my toolbox. I had to do some minor filing 
to make everything fit my off-brand box. 
Bob says that these brackets will fit the 
popular Kennedy tool boxes perfectly. 

The bracket fits snugly in the corner of 
the box. I suggest the corner shown (front- 
right) for a right handed person. It is nec- 
essary to drill two holes in the corner of 
the tool box to securely mount the bracket. 
When you want to use the set-up, you 
simply attach the top piece with the 3/8” 
bolt provided and mount the powder mea- 
sure in the proper place. If you are putting 
things away, you remove the powder mea- 
sure and the top member and put both in 
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The main parts of the Martinez powder mea- 
sure mounting bracket. The square block fits 
permanently in the corner of the box. Cross 
member comes off or goes on easily with the 
3/8" bolt shown. 


the tool box. The bracket stays attached to the tool 
box and does not interfere with the opening, clos- 
ing or use of the box. 

A fringe benefit I found was the really solid feel 
of using the powder measure when it is attached to 
my tool box. While I don’t think it would feel and 
work as well if the tool box were nearly empty, my 
tool box is quite full and weighs a lot. I wish I 
could get the weight down, but don’t want to 
remove any of the items therein. Anyway, all that 
weight seems to me to make the powder measure 
work even better. The whole set-up is really solid. 
When it comes to precision work, solid is better. 

This bracket is well finished aluminum with the 
two main parts being anodized a pretty blue. The 
two parts are held together by a very sturdy 3/8” 
bolt that is supplied. 

As you can see, my bracket is on my tool box. I 
really like it and intend to keep it right where it is. 
Bob should have one that will fit most any of the 
popular tool boxes seen at rifle ranges. Cost of the 
bracket is $25.00 each with shipping being extra. 

Another handy item that Bob Martinez makes is

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protectors for the threaded end of target 
rifle barrels. It is very common for a 
benchrest shooter to take a spare barrel or 
two to any benchrest match. Before you 
store your spare barrel in one of Paul 
Becigneul’s fancy tubes, it’s a good idea to 
cover the barrel ends to make darn sure it 
is undamaged when you need to use it. 
See picture. Bob Martinez sells barrel 
protectors made from solid brass with the 
closed end of black plastic which contrasts 
beautifully with the polished brass. These

caps are very well finished and are decora- 
tive as well as extremely handy. 

The threads cut into the rear end of 
your benchrest rifle barrel are done in a 
very precise and painstaking manner. 
Some say the demands of doing work this 
precisely can even make a gunsmith 
grouchy on occasion. A great deal of care 
must be taken if your barrel and action are 
to fit together and function perfectly. If 
you put a tiny ding on the threads you will 
find out as soon as you try to shoot that 
particular barrel on your rifle. I think 
benchrest barrels are getting better all the 
time. I know they are not getting any 
cheaper. Any time a barrel is off a rifle, 
care must be taken to insure that neither 
end gets damaged. The crown of a barrel is 
at least as fragile and susceptible to dam- 
age as the threads on the back end. 

Anyway, Bob Martinez makes solid 
brass thread protectors for your benchrest 
rifle barrel. Although it is possible to buy 
similar products made of plastic or rubber 
for a lot less money, these are the best 
looking one’s we have seen and, consider- 
ing the materials from which they are 
made, not a bad buy at $15.00 each. These

The die I have appears to have had the 
following work done to it. 

A. Jim cut of the top of the die body 
and machined a pocket that holds the 
Wilson style bushing that will resize the 
case necks. 

B. He machined two opposing flats on 
the top O.D. of the die body to make tight- 
ening up the die handier. 

C. He made an aluminum top section to 
the die which holds the bushing in the die. 
This also has two flats to make tightening 
and loosening the die easy. It is threaded to 
screw into the main die body. 

D. He ground the expander mandrel 
down so that it doesn’t expand anything. 
However, it still holds the primer punch so 
you get rid of the spent primer as you full 
length size your case. It is this writer’s 
firm belief that the expander mandrel in 
your dies does more to screw up good 
brass than anything else you do to it. 

E. Jim furnishes an “O” ring that fits 
below the split lock ring and which helps 
keep your die properly aligned in the 
press. 

Since Glorya and I got into the 
benchrest game in 1990, we have seen 
quite a few changes in the sport. One thing 
very noticeable is that most competitors 
are shooting loads that are hotter than they 
might have been years ago. While extra 
velocity helps negate wind conditions (up 
to the point where you blow your gun up 
and make an unscheduled trip to Heaven), 
there is a price you pay. (Beside the

unscheduled trip to Heaven.) 

Folks who never did anything but neck 
size cases found that they now (because of 
the extra velocity and pressures) needed to 
either full length resize often or make new 


brass very often. The solution to this prob- 
lem is to full length size your case every 
time you shoot it.

Secondly, we benchrest shooters really 
want and need to control our neck tension.

case neck. You buy them in .001” incre- 
ments and by switching bushings, you can 
make your brass squeeze and hold on to 
your bullets with just exactly the amount 
of tension you want. The writer has found 
it possible to “Tune” a benchrest rifle by 
simply playing with neck tension. (This 
after all the other load work-up has been 
done.) You can try a tighter bushing and 
shoot a few shots. Try a looser bushing and 
shoot a few. Which is best? Try again and 
verify. 

For a while the only option we had was 
to buy expensive custom made dies which 
would FL size our brass and which used 
the Wilson style bushings. While these dies 
were very high quality items, they were 
also a tad on the expensive side. Eventually 
a few individuals started to offer standard 
(RCBS, Redding, Hornady, etc) dies that 
had been modified to use the Wilson bush- 
ings. These were generally more reason- 
ably priced than the custom jobs. 

The work on the die I had from Jim 
(it’s on it’s way back to him) appears to be 
of very high quality. At the currently 
advertised price of $35.00 plus shipping to 
rework your die, it’s a major bargain. Jim 
can furnish new dies that he has reworked 
for more money. Call for a price. 

I shortly will send Jim two of my dies 
to be reworked. I have a lovely Griffin & 
Howe varmint rifle in 220 Swift that real- 
ly deserves something better than the die I 
have used so far.

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CONVERTING The Mauser M96 


BY BOB JOURDAN 


The story of the very popular Model 
96 Swedish Mauser rifle has fascinated 
many American shooters over the last 
few decades as M96s started showing 
up in the import markets in near new 
condition and at prices affordable to 
most anyone. These rifles were gener- 
ally chambered for the number one 
accuracy cartridge of Europe, the 
6.5x55 Swedish. Many of the rifles had 
been in storage since original manufac- 
ture and arrived in our warehouses in 
either new or very near new condition. 
The early day prices were somewhere 
around $25, but had climbed to about 
$75 by 1975 and are even now only 
around the $100 mark. No other rifle 
of the quality of the Swedish Mauser 
has ever been marketed at such low 
prices, to the best of my knowledge. 
And it appears today that they are the 
number one military released rifle 
found in the homes of shooters all 
across the nation. Most have not been 
converted to sporter configuration, but 
many have had the bare essential work 
done to make them more suitable to our 
hunting and shooting desires. 

The M96 Swedish Mauser rifle has 
an intriguing history, even remotely 
connected to Remington Arms _ back 
around 1867. That was when the two 
Mauser brothers, Wilhelm and Paul, 
developed a mechanism to fire metallic 
cartridges with rear primers by using a 
firing pin in a turn- bolt action. This 
was a significant improvement over the 
telatively new Dreyse needle gun that 
released a needle-like firing pin into the 
base of a bullet sabot where it penetrat-

ed the powder and reached the primer 
located ahead of the powder, near the 
bullet base. The problem the Mauser 
brothers had in getting their design 
accepted was that most European coun- 
tries had just converted from muzzle 
loaders to various forms of the needle 
gun and could not again change arms. 
The Austrian War Ministry admitted 
they preferred the new Mausers, but 
could not afford to change to them. 
The Austrians did show one of the new 
Mausers to Sam Norris, the European 
agent for Remington. He saw the ben- 
efits of the new design immediately and 
went to Wilhelm and Paul to form a 
partnership aimed at selling the idea to 
the French government, and perhaps 
others. Norris was to provide the 
financing and the Mauser brothers 
would provide technical development. 
They moved to Liege, Belgium to set 
up shop, financed by Norris...or would 
it have been Remington...? The rifle 
they produced for Norris to present to 
the French military was the Mauser- 
Norris Model 67/69. History shows 
that it was patented by Norris in the 
U.S., rather than in Europe, and this

leads us to wonder just what connection 
Remington might have had, if any, 
especially in view of the fact that it was 
approximately 60 more years before 
Remington produced their first bolt 
action rifle. The French were pleased 
with their Chassepot needle gun and 
were not too interested in the new 
Mausers. While the French were think- 
ing it over, Paul Mauser developed 
another rifle that Norris presented to 
Prussian authorities, who, in typical 
military or government fashion, 
delayed any immediate action. The 
French, in the meantime, balked at the 
idea of changing to the Mauser rifle, 
and the Mauser-Norris (and perhaps 
Remington) partnership failed under 
financial stress. 

Without financial assistance the 
Mauser brothers could not make it in 
Belgium and returned to their home 
town of Oberndorf in the German 
Empire. Within the year they were con- 
tacted by the Prussian military that had 
finally begun testing the new Mauser 
rifles. In early 1872, following a few

suggested improvements, Prussia 
accepted the Mauser as the Model 71, 
the first Mauser rifle to achieve govern- 
ment contracts, and success. Wilhelm 
became the business manager and Paul 
became the technical designer and pro- 
duction manager of the Mauser 
Company, and they were on their way 
to becoming the most famous name in 
the world of rifles. 

Paul turned out new and improved 
models in quick succession while 
Wilhelm traveled the continent over, 
making presentations and sales. Every 
new model had significant changes as 
they went through the M71, to the 
Serbian Model 78/80 and on to the 
M71/84 with its tubular magazine 
resulting in a nine-shot repeater. The 
only locking lug was the bolt handle, 
located just in front of the bridge. Next 
came an obscure Model 87 Turkish 
rifle, then an experimental Model 88 
that introduced the first smokeless 
powder cartridge in a Mauser design. 


This was followed by the Belgian 
Model 89 that had the first Mauser 
front opposed locking lugs, a one-piece 
bolt and a clip loading system. Then 
came the Turkish Model 90, the first 
Mauser to incorporate the stepped bar- 
rel shape. This innovation was done 
when Paul Mauser found through test- 
ing that a tapered barrel would expand 
lengthwise when hot and bind in the 
stock, upsetting the bedding. By 
designing the stepped-contour, the 
stock could be relieved at each barrel 
step to allow for lengthwise expansion. 
This step-contoured barrel design was 
carried over to all future Mauser rifles. 
The next new design was the Model 91 
Mausers, the Argentine and_ the 
Spanish, with slight improvements, fol- 
lowed by the Model 92, often referred 
to as the Spanish M92, with the first 
long, non-rotary extractor held to the 
bolt by an extractor collar. It also had 
the first one-piece magazine and trigger 
guard, plus improvements in the firing 
mechanism, and it also introduced a 
new cartridge, the 7mm Mauser, later 
better known as the 7x57. This was the 


Mauser rifle tested by the U.S. military 
and rejected because it used rimless 
cartridges and was not a good single 
loader, single-shot! Ten years later our 
military capitulated, bringing out the 
Springfield 1903 with many of the 
rejected Mauser features... For the 
Spanish M93 Paul Mauser brought out 
the flush, staggered-column box maga- 
zine, and a variant, the Turkish M93, 
was similar, as was the early Brazilian 
Model 94. Then for the various Model 
95s, the features differed from those of 
the M94 only by the various require- 
ments of the using countries. The

in the fired position. It also had a 
turned down bolt handle. Then when 
the M96 Swedish Mauser was 
designed, it had the M94 features plus 
greatly improved gas handling abilities 
through additional ports in the bolt 
body. Since the thumb notch in the left 
rail was cut full depth, the M96 had to 
have a bolt guide rib on the bolt and a 
matching groove in the bridge. This 
made the M96 action operate extreme- 
ly smooth and bind-free. Following the 
M96 improvements, all the new M94 
actions were built with the same fea- 
tures, with the most distinguishing dif- 
ference being the turned down bolt han- 
dle on the M94. The M96 bolt handle 
protrudes straight out. Both the M94 
Swedish and the M96 Swedish were 
proofed with loads developing up to 
66,000 psi breech pressure, and are rec- 
ognized today as being the finest quali- 
ty of all Mausers, and perhaps second 
in strength only to the next, and last, 
bolt action Mauser, Model 98. Today

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the arsenals in Europe are rebarreling 
many Swedish M96s to the NATO .308 
cartridge, a rather high pressured 
round, and several companies in the 
U.S. are offering the Swedish M96 
rifles rebarreled to such hot calibers as 
the .22-250. These are very successful, 
dispelling the old wives tale of low 
strength in the Mauser M96 actions. 
To convert the M96 Mauser into a 
slick sporter rifle requires a number of 
changes. First would be doing away 
with the long military stock. While it 
can be recut into a passable sporter 
model, almost everyone elects to 
change to a proper wood or fiberglass 
model from one of several stock com- 
panies. Next would be cutting the bar- 
rel to a more useful length from the 
military 29” to perhaps 24”, and con- 
touring it to a straight taper rather than 
continuing with the military step con- 
tour. Contouring, however, is not real- 
ly necessary, since the steps in the bar- 
rel do not bother anything. The crude 
military sights should be removed at 
this point. Then the action should be 
drilled and tapped for a scope mount, 
and a scope installation requires the 
bending down of the bolt handle, or the 
installation of a new handle, as well as 
installing a new low safety. At this 


point most folks would want to change 
the military trigger to the excellent 
adjustable Timney. Then there are 
those shooters who might insist on con- 
verting the action from cocking on 
closing to cocking on bolt opening, the 
same as all modern rifles. If all this is 
done by a commercial gun shop, you 
will find the total cost to exceed that of 
purchasing a new commercial sporting 
rifle...! 

In view of all this, the thing for an 
owner to do is to start the conversion 
himself. Stripping down the M96 is no 
great feat, so start by taking off the 
wood. Decide on the barrel length you 
want, and simply saw off accordingly. 
File the muzzle square and recrown it 
by using a small square of emery cloth 
between the muzzle and your thumb, 
rotating the cloth with enough pressure 
to cut the rough sawed edges of the 
bore down to a smooth crown. This 
crown can then be improved by rotating 
a small round brass ball with grinding 
compound on the muzzle, the ball 
being about 1/2” diameter. Compare 
your crown to that in the muzzle of the 
original barrel piece you cut off to see 
how it should look. This method 
should turn out at least as good as the 
original military crown. Then remove 
the military rear sight, which is 
installed with a small screw and then

soldered. Remove the screw and heat 
the sight band with a common propane 
torch until you see the solder begin to 
run from under the band, then gently 
tap the sight with a plastic hammer 
until it slips off. At this point you will 
need a new aiming device, namely a 
scope, and it will require drilling and 
tapping three or four 6x48 screw holes 
in the receiver for a scope mount. A 
Redfield bridge mount requires only 
two holes in the receiver ring and one 
hole in the bridge. The Weaver mounts 
require two holes in each place, and 
this means the bridge will have to be 
milled down level so as to allow the 
rear Weaver base to sit flat. Mill work 
is really not too bad, in that you can do 
it with a file or a Dremel tool, the poor 
man’s milling machine. If you do your 
own drilling and tapping you may have 
to cut through the hard surface of the 
receiver at each drill site and this is eas- 
ily done with a small grinding point and 
the Dremel tool, since Mauser actions 
are only surface hardened. Locating 
the front two holes is critical in that you 
will be working very close to the lock- 
ing lug seat and can not afford to cut 
into it. That front pair of holes will end 
up placing the mount base about as far 
forward on the receiver ring as you can 
get, just so you can miss drilling into 
that locking seat. The real problem will 
be getting the holes properly aligned 
and this takes extreme care. If you 
doubt your ability to do this, take it toa 
gun shop and pay to have the holes 
drilled. The cost is probably well worth 
it. 

Perhaps the simplest job to do will 
be the installation of a new, low safety. 
The Mark II safety is very economical 
at something less than $15. It can be 
found in many gun shops, or ordered 
from Brownell’s, (515-623-5401). 
Naturally, the bolt must be disassem- 
bled to make the safety change. To do 
this, first cock the bolt while in the 
action. Turn the safety lever to the ver- 
tical position and then remove the bolt 
from the receiver. Then simply 
unscrew the firing pin assembly by 
turning the bolt sleeve to the left. The 
assembly consists of the cocking piece, 
the sleeve with safety, the firing pin and 
the spring. When it is out of the bolt 
body, you can then separate the bolt 
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sleeve from the firing pin, firing pin 
spring and cocking piece by standing 
the firing pin point down in a 1/4” hole 
drilled through a 2” board. By pushing 
the safety lever and bolt sleeve down 
(and thereby compressing the firing pin 
spring) until the cocking piece exten- 
sion just clears the sleeve, the cocking 
piece can be turned 1/4 turn in either 
direction and lifted off the firing pin. 
Slowly let up the pressure on the sleeve 
and it, too, will come off the firing pin 
and spring. The sleeve has the military

safety in it, and by turning the safety 
full to the right, it can be backed out of 
the sleeve. The new Mark II safety 
stem will slide right into the safety hole 
of the sleeve. Then the fitting really 
starts. You will see that the new safety 
will not turn fully down to the right 
because the safety arm hits the body of 
the sleeve, and the cocking piece will 
not slide back into the sleeve because 
the safety has not turned enough to 
clear the interior of the sleeve channel. 
The safety instructions tell you to cut a

notch in the sleeve to accept the safety 
arm, but it is trial and error as to how 
deep to cut the notch...just deep enough 
to let the arm swing down and open the 
passage way into the sleeve so the 
cocking piece can be inserted. This 
truly is trial and error, so cut a little and 
fit a lot. It will require a lot of fittings, 
but can be done rather well by most 
anyone. The notch can not be cut with 
a file because the sleeve has been hard- 
ened, so you should use a Dremel tool 
with a cut-off wheel for the job. The 
final touches can be done with a small 
stone. 

Before going further, you should 
know about the only excellent book 
concerning the Mauser actions. It is the 
most complete information book ever 
written on the subject, and you proba- 
bly should not start reworking any 
Mauser without it. It is “The Mauser 
Bolt Action”, a shop manual, by Jerry 
Kuhnhausen. It has more close-up pho- 
tos of cut-away sections of all the 
Mausers than any other book, and the 
author goes into detail on every subject 
pertaining to the action. It is available 
from Brownell’s and was written as a 
teaching manual. If you have any inter- 
est in the Mausers from the M91 
through the M98, buy this book. 

To continue with the remodeling, 
most shooters will want to eliminate the 
M96 military two-stage trigger and 
install the very fine, fully adjustable 
Timney trigger. Always remove the 
bolt from the action to relieve any pos- 
sible pressure on the sear. Then to 
remove the military trigger all that is 
required is a small punch to knock out 
the sear pivot pin. You will notice the 
trigger blade itself has its own pivot 
pin, but it does not need to be removed. 
When the sear pivot pin is removed, the 
entire trigger mechanism is freed. The 
pin will be used to install the new 
Timney, and inspection will show that 
the Timney has the same pivot pin hole 
location as did the old trigger. The 
Timney does, however, have one major 
fitting difference and that is the so- 
called installation screw found at the 
far front of the trigger housing. It is 
designed to tighten against the bottom 
of the receiver to provide pivot pressure

on the pivot pin for security. The prob- 
lem is that the small screw is positioned 
partially over the receiver 
trigger/sear/bolt safety interlock port in 
the bottom of the receiver. If this screw 
is then tightened, it may go into the port 
hole, leaving the trigger housing some- 
what loose. Thus, the safety interlock 
port must be filled. The simple solution 
is to turn a 5/16”x18 thread tap into the 
hole to make about three threads or so. 
Then screw in a proper sized bolt and 
cut it off with the Dremel tool. File 
down the rough bolt until it is smooth 
and even with the receiver bottom and 
you have an excellent plug installed in 
only a few minutes. The Mauser shop 
manual recommends a more complex, 
time consuming method, equally as 
good, but sure not necessary. 

Another fitting problem can be the 
trigger sear protruding through the 
receiver sear port and not functioning 
freely when the trigger is tightened in 
place. This is corrected by simply fil- 
ing the sear port hole forward slightly 
to allow the trigger sear to move easily. 
Usually you find the square sear hang-

ing on the round corners of the forward 
end of the port. When these round cor- 
ners are filed square, and perhaps a 
fraction of an inch forward, the sear 
will work. 

Once the trigger is in, there will 
have to be some work done on the stock 
to make room for the larger Timney 
housing. Then after that is done, the 
trigger guard may hit the tip end of the 
trigger, requiring the trigger to be 
ground off shorter, a minor job. 

Now we come to the most difficult 
job in the conversion process, that of 
lowering the bolt handle for scope use. 
Naturally, the bolt must be totally 
stripped before starting work on the 
handle. There are two methods com- 
monly used for lowering bolt handles. 
The first is forging, or bending. The 
second is welding on a new handle. 
Most shops today prefer to weld on 
new handles for several reasons. 
Forging requires a tremendous amount 
of heat applied to the bolt handle close 
to the bolt body. This often results in 
collapsing the bolt body to some 
degree, often times enough to prevent 
the installation of the firing pin mecha- 
nism. The front, locking lug end of the 
bolt must be fully protected from this 
excess heat by any means available. 
The bolt is normally placed in heavy, 
steel bending blocks (available again 
from Brownell’s) that leave only the 
handle sticking out. A heat sink is then 
installed inside the bolt body and most 
shops will then even wrap the whole 
thing in wet rags, etc., to do their best at 
keeping the heat from the front lugs. 
Then this set-up is usually set in a large 
vise and the heat is applied by a weld- 
ing torch. The handle is brought up 
beyond red hot and is then pounded 
into shape with a heavy hammer. 
Nothing about this is very good on the 
bolt, but when done correctly, it results 
in the most economical way of bending 
down the bolt, assuming you have or 
can borrow a set of bending blocks. 
The most common complaint is that the 
handle is not as long as one might like. 

Welding on a new handle avoids 
most of the forging problems. By using 
the wire, or MIG, welding system there 
will be very little heat generated down 
the bolt body toward the locking lugs, 
but even this system should be protect- 


ed against heat by wrapping the bolt in 
wet rags, using Heat Stop, etc. The 
M96 bolt has one very critical point 
that absolutely must be observed: The 
original handle has to be cut off at a 
point not closer than .350” from the 
bolt body. This is because the handle 
shank contains the milled-in bolt stop, 
an indentation designed to fit over the 
end of the bolt sleeve when the bolt 
handle is lifted for cocking the action. 
The handle is surface hardened and 
may require the use of the cut-off wheel 
in the Dremel tool to make the initial 
surface cut before continuing the cut 
with a hacksaw. Once the handle is off, 
it can be heated separately and formed 
in any nice manner with an upward 
curve and perhaps a slight swept-back 
contour, depending on whatever you 
might like. Then the cut end must be 
beveled on all sides with a file to better 
allow the new weld to penetrate all the 
way through the new joint. Since this 
handle will now be pointed down, there 
will be a large joint to fill with weld. 
Secure the handle back against the bolt 
handle stub on the bolt in the position 
desired and weld it on. There is a weld- 
ing jig available from Brownell’s for 
this, but you can devise some way to 
hold it for a one-time job. 

If you are using a commercial new 
handle, the procedure is the same, but 
the handle will be longer and usually 
much nicer shaped. There are several 
shapes available from Brownell’s, and 
most cost only around $9. While the 
beveling and welding is as above, the 
end result is improved because the han- 
dle is longer and somewhat easier to 
grasp. 

After the welding, you will need to 
file the weld to a rough shape. While 
filing works well, it can be done much 
quicker if you use grinding wheels and 
a Dremel tool. During this procedure 
you may find small pits, or voids, in the 
weld and this will require touch-up 
welding. These voids are often caused 
by welding slag or other foreign matter 
being enclosed in the weld. If your 
welder has never handled this sort of 
delicate work, there will almost certain- 
ly be these voids to refill, and you may 
have to return to the welder more than

once before the weld is solid. After the 
general shape is completed you will 
start polishing the file marks out. This 
can be done with fine emery paper, 
starting with about number 220 and 
changing through number 320 and 
finally down to number 400. The best 
final polish will be had by using a pol- 
ishing wheel and polishing compound, 
again with the Dremel tool. 

When you fit the bolt back into the 
receiver, you may find that it will not 
fully close due to the new handle hit- 
ting the receiver rail of the tang. If so, 
file out a notch in the rail of the tang to 
allow the bolt to fully close, being care- 
ful not to cut the notch any deeper than 
required to just level the bolt in the 
action. You do not want the bolt to over 
rotate. Then, of course, try the handle 
in the up position for movement under 
the scope. If it touches the scope you 
may have to file the handle down 
enough to clear, and then do a repolish- 
ing job. 

Another small improvement that is 
easily accomplished is cutting a 45 
degree bevel on the rear end of the 
magazine follower to allow the bolt to 
slide over it when there are no car- 
tridges in the magazine. Back in the 
1890s when the M96 was only used for 
military purposes, it was necessary to 
stop the bolt after the last shot from the 
magazine to forcefully point out to the 
soldier that his rifle was empty. Today 
in the sporting field this is not neces- 
sary, So we commonly bevel that fol-

lower for ease of handling. 

There are many other things a per- 
son might do to slick up the M96, but 
the modifications discussed above will 
make the rifle very serviceable for 
sporting use. The action cocks on clos- 
ing instead of on opening, and this can 
be changed but the Mauser shop manu- 
al advises against it. I personally see 
no problem with a cock-on-closing 
rifle, since it only takes a few moments 
to get used to it. A hinged floorplate 
can be installed, but again, there is little 
need for it when compared to the high 
cost. There are extended floorplate 
release buttons available to make open- 
ing of the military floorplate slightly 
easier, and there are streamlined bolt 
shrouds available. For those who real- 
ly want a Model 70-style shroud with 
the M70 type swing safety, there are 
several companies making them...for a 
very fancy price. A bluing job on the 
converted rifle would be nice, and of 
course we have not discussed the stock 
because that is an entire subject by 
itself. Suffice to say here that you can 
simply cut down the old military stock 
, do a little wood filling and refinishing, 
and end up with a totally usable stock. 
Or you can simply order out a new 
wood or fiberglass model of any quali- 
ty or style you want, for a price. 

After doing all this conversion work, 
what might you have? First, you will 
have a very good and serviceable hunt- 
ing rifle. The 6.5x55 Swedish caliber is 
one of the world’s 
best, and is used in 
Europe as much as 
we use our .30-06 


here. The $100 military rifle you start- 
ed out with would now be worth nearly 
three times as much, if you ever sold or 
traded it. Normally, you will find the 
accuracy better than most of the new 
hunting rifles on the market today. And 
you will find the 6.5mm cartridge can 
be handloaded to cover all kinds of 
hunting, from prairie rodents to 
moose...and I might add, the 6.5x55 is 
the number one moose rifle in Sweden 
today. In my own 6.5x55, I use the 85 
gr. and 100 gr. Sierra, plus the 100 gr. 
Nosler Ballistic Tip, for varminting, 
and the loads move the 85 gr. bullet at 
about 3300 fps, the 100 gr. at 3100fps, 
and the excellent deer-antelope 120 gr. 
bullets at something over 2900 fps. 
Then if going after elk, I would use the 
140 gr. loaded to about 2800 fps. The 
factory loads I have chronographed 
from 22” barrels give the 140 gr. bullets 
2510 by Federal, and 2405 by 
Remington, both being advertised at 
2550. 

The personal satisfaction you will 
get from doing this M96 conversion is 
something that cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents. But be assured, it 
will show to all your shooting friends 
through pride. 

Keep shooting, and don’t be afraid 
to convert that economy rifle!

barrel mounted scopes. This problem 
was corrected during the milling to gain 
the lighter weight. This operation result- 
ed in the scope line of sight being very 
near the typical iron or metallic line of 
sight above the bore center line. The 1” 
steel scope tube was the next item for

weight reduction. The tube was replaced 
with an aluminum tube of the same length 
and diameter. 

George had some reservations about 
the aluminum tube “galling” as a result of 
the spring tension in the rear mount. I 
showed George a target scope, with 
Unertl mounts, made by Floyd Iseminger, 
of Bloomington, Illinois, in the 1940’s. 
The Iseminger scope is based on the

you know, your rifle 
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Fecker pattern and had an aluminum tube. 
This scope had been used exclusively on 
a highpower rifle and showed no unusual 
wear. We started out with a light spring 
tension on the rear mount, but soon 
reverted back to the normal spring tension 
with no ill effects. 

During the four months of prototype 
testing, I put this 1 1/2” target scope 
through 1500 rounds of ammo in practice, 
registered competitions, and used it 
exclusively in the anysight phase of the 
Nationals at Camp Perry, Ohio. During 
this testing I alternately shot the 20x 
Mitchell prototype and my 20x Lyman 
Super Targetspot. The Mitchell prototype 
is brighter and gives superior resolution 
under dim light conditions when com- 
pared to the Lyman. The Mitchell also 
has better resolution than my 6.5x20x 
Leupold short scope and rivals the clarity 
and brightness of my 1| 5/8” 16x original 
Fecker target scope. The Mitchell is the 
only 20x target scope I have ever used 
where I could read mirage under dull 
overcast conditions on most days. 

The target mounts also proved superi-

or in repetition of clicks. The micrometer 
verniers made it easy to read zeros and 
allowed the scope to be moved from rifle 
to rifle without a trip to the range to check 
zeros. The only mount problem I encoun- 
tered was a slight “adhesion” factor with 
the Leadloy mount pads on the aluminum 
tube. This sometimes resulted in the 
necessity of a “settling shot” in the 
sighter after a sight adjustment. With the 
anodizing of the production models, how- 
ever, this problem has disappeared. 
When I became the proud owner of the 
first production scope, serial number 
0001, I put the mount clicks through their 
paces. Testing on a 50 foot indoor range, 
due to poor weather, I shot a 1 1/2”, near- 
ly perfect square pattern. First, using an 
air rifle target, I put 3 shots in one hole

group in the center of the black. I clicked 
up 40 clicks. With the center of the air 
rifle target gone, I used the same aiming 
point, but used the vertical and horizontal 
columns of numbers intersecting in the 
middle of the bull for good cross hair 
alignment. Three more shots impacted 
into a one hole group. Next, I clicked 40 
clicks right and repeated the procedure. 
40 clicks down and another repeat, result- 
ing in a slightly more ragged 3 shot group 
(the raggedness due to poor hold). 40 
clicks left put me back in the center of the 
bull where I again fired 3 more shots, 
leaving a total of 6 shots in one hole 
group that could be covered with the head 
of an empty .22 L.R. case. All of the 


above testing was done with a sling in the 
prone position at 50 feet. All clicks were 
positive, all shots were on call, and any 
goofs were due to shooter error. In addi- 
tion to the high click accuracy level, the

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clicks, on the Mitchell mount, can be 
adjusted for either hard or soft clicks and 
the detent mechanism can be adjusted or 
serviced without removing the rear mount 
from the scope tube. 

The only shooting disadvantage I 
found with the Mitchell scope is that gale 
force cross winds give it a “sail effect’, 
but this is no worse than any other 25” 
barrel-mounted scope. Furthermore, 
prone competitors using bloop tubes, for 
metallic sights, are already conditioned to 
high wind profile with their rifles. 

The reader is, by now, asking why the 
Mitchell scope is relevant in this age of 
receiver-mounted internal adjustment 
short scopes. In this writer’s opinion, the 
Mitchell occupies an important “niche”. 
There are those of us who like a scope 
where we can check out click accuracy 
with a dial indicator and would rather not 
be bothered or worried about the myster- 
ies of click backlash and reticle drift 
known to occur in internal adjustment 
scopes. I have lost count of the tales of 
woe from individuals who ran out of 
clicks, clicks didn’t move anything, or 
encountered mount problems with their 
internal adjustment scopes. There are 
“different strokes for different folks”, and 
there are those of us who take a “‘conser- 
vative” approach to the target rifle scope. 

The scope prototype I tested is now in 
production as the Miller 1600 Model by 
Mitchell Opticals and ranges in single 
power choices from 20x through 40x. 
Most Mitchell scopes are produced by 
CNC Machinery, but this new scope is 
still being produced on a custom basis. 
Mitchell plans to have this new model on 
CNC by early 1997. This scope will have 
several reticle options and the option of a 
front lens shade. If the Mitchell concept 
appeais to you, consult the Precision 
Shooting advertiser’s index and give 
George a call.

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Product Review:

The original hardwood masterpiece dis- 
played exquisite craftsmanship and 
attention to minute detail that raised its 
price to a level few shooters would pay. 


Joe Maisto came to the 1996 Super 
Shoot looking to make a little money. In 
the honored tradition of American entre- 
preneurs, he had a better mousetrap and 
was waiting for the doorbell to ring. But 
as sometimes happens, things didn't work 
out as planned. 

Benchrest competitors who looked at 
Joe's product - a hardwood cartridge box 
that doubled as a loading block and fir- 
ing-line ammo holder - liked it. It was 
clever, beautifully crafted and obviously 
functional, all qualities that appeal to 
riflemen. Unfortunately, the asking price 
of $135 did not appeal. The number of 
shooters willing to cough up that much 
jingle was on the close order of zero, and 
Joe ended up driving home to Racine, 
Wisconsin a couple days earlier than he'd 
planned. Fortunately for me, however, he 
didn't manage to get away before I 
obtained one of the boxes to try out. I 
used it for the remainder of the Super 
Shoot, and was impressed by the way it 
did several different jobs with aplomb. 

When I got home from Kelby's, I 
called Joe to recommend a few improve- 
ments to his product, such as reducing the 
diameter of the cartridge holes so cases 
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C.C.B. Benchrest Ammo Box 


wouldn't be wedged in place if a few ker- 
nels of powder spilled onto the block. 

He accepted my criticisms in the spir- 
it they were given, but expressed discour- 
agement about the reception his boxed 
had received from shooters in Ohio. I 
told him I thought they would sell if the 
price was a little lower - like maybe $100 
lower. I suggested he think about using 
Delrin instead of hardwood, and we 
passed an hour or so discussing ways Joe 
could cut his production costs without 
sacrificing quality or the functionality of 
his original design. 

Well, it took a few months to turn 
ideas into reality, but the ammo box you 
see in the accompanying photos is the 
direct result of that telephone conversa- 
tion back in June. Machined from solid 
plastic, it combines Joe Maisto's original 
design with all my suggestions...includ- 
ing the $100 price cut. In fact, Joe did me 
one better, and lowered the price by an 
extra four bits, to $34.50. That figure 
might still seem high to some, but I think 
it accurately reflects the value of a very 
nice product for benchrest shooters. 


Some details: 

The C.C.B. ammo box measures 
approximately 3" wide, by 4 1/2" long, by 
2 7/8" high. It contains holes for twenty- 
five cartridges or cases, including five in 
a separate row to help you keep track of 
how many you've fired on the record tar- 
get. The holes are 0.447" in diameter, just 
0.006" larger than a .22 or 6mm PPC car- 
tridge case, which is tight enough to pre- 
clude even the smallest-grained powder 
from getting in and wedging cases, but 
not so tight that cartridges won't slip in 
and out easily. The lid recess is deep 
enough to accommodate loaded car- 
tridges without allowing enough space for 
empty cases to fall out of their holes if the 
box is inverted, and is lined with a dense 
closed-cell foam to cushion bullet noises. 
The hinge and latch are solid brass, and 
the stainless-steel screws that secure the 
hinge to the box have heads that are 
exactly the right height to hold the box 
perfectly flat when the lid is open. 
Transparent "feet" made of a soft plastic 
serve to protect the box's finish when it is 
placed on a concrete bench top. 


When closed, the box offers uncom- 
monly secure storage of up to twenty-five 
PPC cartridge cases or loaded rounds. 
When it's open you can use it while load- 
ing ammo between relays without trans- 
ferring your cases to a separate block. On 
the firing line it helps you keep count of 
how many shots you've fired, while the 
padded lid serves as a convenient recepta- 
cle for fired cases when you're in too 
much of a hurry to put them back in their 
holes. Or, in other words, it does the 


same jobs as up to three other commonly

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used accessories. That, in combination 
with materials and construction so sturdy 
that one of these boxes should last a life- 
time, helps put its price in perspective. 

These boxes are currently available 
only for the PPC cartridges, but Joe says 
versions for the BR series and common 
Hunter-class rounds will be added to the 
line if there is sufficient demand for them. 
C.C.B. also continues to offer custom 
wooden boxes in your choice of walnut, 
cherry or birch, but at a much reduced 
price from the original thanks to simpli- 
fied construction and the use of standard 
hardware. Hardwood boxes are priced at 
$85 with a tung-oil finish, or $65 unfin- 
ished, and can be had with a brass latch or 
latchless magnetic closure. (Prices do not 
include shipping. Wisconsin residents 
add 5% sales tax.)

PURPOSE: 

To establish THE MOST EXTREME CHALLENGE OF 
ALL BR-50 CATEGORIES, while simultaneously 
incorporating A “LEVEL”, UNIFORM COMPETITION as 
sought by many of the prospective participants. Rather 
like shooting skeet with a .410 - it’s “as tough as it gets!” 
Yet the “look-and-feel” of the AgO class is also very 
important.

AgO GUNS: 

Olympic International Match Air-Rifles and their close 
cousins - rifles which already meet, or which can be 
oe into compliance with, the specifications listed 
elow. 


1. Single shot RIFLES only, with accessory rail and 
adjustable butt plate. (All Olympic match rifles, except 
“Running-Target’, have both.) Shooters may install 
these on any gun stock that closely resembles Olympic 
type stocks in order to comply. 


2. NEGATIVE HP ONLY. Guns that weigh twelve 
pounds or less will shoot RAW SCORE ONLY (Zero 
Handicap pace ea Those that exceed twelve 
pounds are negatively weight handicapped in the normal 
way, and may be lightened by removing parts that can 
be unfastened and laid aside, such as the adjustable 
portion of the butt plate, the adjustable cheek piece, 
trigger guard, and iron sights. Actual stock material may 
also be removed by drilling, etc., but only in ways and in 
places that don’t show when the gun is in firing position. 
(Inside the barrel channel, behind the butt plate, etc.) 


3. After-market stocks may be used only if they closely 
resemble the Olympic match types in appearance, and 
have a “wood grain” finish in order to maintain the 
intended Olympic image. Competition decals are 
encouraged on all an to help project that image. (At 
some future date HQ might rescind the “wood grain” rule.) 


4. A stabilizer plate may not exceed the width of the 
forend to which it is attached. Bi-Pods may be used. 


SCOPES: 


1. No restrictions on scopes. 


AMMUNITION & BALLISTICS: 
1. Ammunition is to be .177 Cal FLAT NOSE WADCUTTER 
only, not to exceed 9 grains in weight. 


2. Muzzle speed shall not exceed 600 feet per second. 
RESTS: 


1. No restrictions on rests.

These regulations are specifically intended to create a 
predominately “straight out of the box” kind of competition 


environment where the participants will all be using 
essentially the same type of equipment with presumably 
equal performance capability. Accuracy at these guns’ 
designed distance (33 feet - indoors) is unsurpassed. 
But in BR-50 competition (outdoors at 75 feet) their light, 
slow bullets offer shooters the most extreme challenge of 
all BR-50 divisions. The slightest variation in “conditions” 
affects the flight of the projectile, which is viewable in the 
scope all the way to the target. New guns range in price 
from $500 (clones) to $2500 (German originals). 


The way the guns “look” is considered to be of prime 
importance because most people are  favorabl 
impressed by the high quality aura of Olympic matc 
rifles, rather than being “scared off’ by some of the ultra 
exotic equipment that often appears on our firing lines. 


The AgO class is merely a “sub-category” of AirGun 
division, and as such will compete in open competition 
aga all other airguns (AgX class) for event Titles, 
Champoints, G-Line ceding, etc., and no_ special 
consideration is afforded the AgO shooter other than the 
recognition that he willingly competes in BR-50’s most 
difficult category. By placing “AgO” next to the shooters’ 
names in the HOT-SHEET, we will be acknowledging 
and tracking their performance in matches, tournaments, 
and the G-Line throughout the 1997 season in order to 
“find out” how and where it all fits together. 


AgO class does not conflict with the BR-50 


philosophy because _all of the participants 
choose _to impose _it’ 


restrictions upon themselves for their own 
personal reasons, not the least of which may 
be that each bullet hole is only 10% as 


expensive _as_ rimfire, and the guns are 
WORLD-CLASS ! 


Historically, the top BR-50 competitor using an Olympic 
Air-Rifle established a season aggregate in the early 
1990s of approximately 4040.0000. And this was only 
after campaigning it exclusively for the preceding three 
years. Make no mistake - anyone who chooses to shoot 
AgO class BR-50 will see his scores drop, at least in the 
beginning.

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President’s 
Message 


As I write this message those of us 
who can’t wait for registered matches to 
begin again are attending winter league 
shoots to relieve the boredom. While the 
Dunham’s Bay club does register its 
shoots, other clubs running such matches 
usually alter their program a bit and dis- 
pense with moving backers in group 
shooting. This allows the match to move 
along more quickly and eliminate anyone 
spending too long out in the cold. These 
matches have proven to be a great way for 
beginners to break into the sport. 

Back in February I continued my 
primer for beginners in benchrest. Here 
is the final installment covering bench 
position and etiquette and also placement 
of wind flags and rules pertaining thereto. 

Serious competitors feel it’s important 
to be at the bench shortly after the com- 
mand of “cease fire” is given for the pre- 
vious relay. If the person using your 
assigned bench from the previous relay 
needs a bit more time to remove his/her 
gear you should wait a short distance 
behind that bench until he/she has left 
before attempting to place any gear on the 
bench and begin setting up. As you are 
setting up your rests, rifle, etc. follow a 
regular routine and try to be ready a bit 
before the time the range officer begins 
the commands for your relay. Be certain 
the muzzle of your rifle extends past the 
forward edge of the bench if at all possi- 
ble. This is the rule book “firing line” and 
you are expected (by the rules) to be over 
that edge with your rifle muzzle. As the 
commands are being given be certain that 
no cartridge is placed on the loading ramp 
of the action before the “commence fire” 
is given (This is a new rule for ‘97). 
Another no-no would be to place your 
bolt into the action prior to the “insert 
your bolt” command. This could get you 


at least a reprimand from the range offi- 
cer, or at worst a disqualification from the 
competition. 

After you have completed your target 
there are some rules of etiquette you 
should be aware of. Do not continue to 
fire at your sighter target just to empty 
extra cartridge cases or for no good rea- 
son. The competitor next to you may 
have intentionally waited for you to finish 
firing before he/she began his/her firing. 
He/she is trying to avoid doubling with 
you when you shoot. For this reason 
unnecessary firing is bad manners. It is 
also important that you keep all noise 
including talking to a minimum as other 
shooters are completing their targets. 
Some shooters are particularly distracted 
by their neighbor moving about a great 
deal or getting up after finishing his/her 
target and moving their gear off the bench 
while the shooting time is still running. 
In the nationals and at certain other 
matches the range officer may require 
you to remain at your bench until the 
“cease fire’ command is given. This 
affords all competitors the opportunity to 
complete their target without being dis- 
turbed by another competitor moving 
their equipment. 

When the “cease fire” command is 
given remove your rifle and gear from the 
bench ASAP. DO NOT remain there 
using your rifle scope as a spotter to see 
how a friend or neighbor has done. This 
must be done before the cease fire or not 
at all. It is your responsibility to vacate 
that bench as quickly as you can so the 
next competitor to use it has the maxi- 
mum time to set up his/her gear before the 
“commence fire”. Another very impor- 
tant rule book requirement to be observed 
at this time is to never pass in front of the 
benches to move your gear to your next 
bench or to exit the firing line. This 
action could get you disqualified or even 
worse shot if you were to absent-minded- 
ly do this before the “cease fire” com- 
mand is given or in the event a shooter

failed to hear the command and is about 
to fire a late shot. Be certain your bolt is 
removed at or before the “cease fire” 
command. This is a rule that if strictly 
enforced, could disqualify you should 
you forget. 

Rules and etiquette governing the 
placement of wind flags are few but 
require awareness by the competitor to 
avoid embarrassment or even disqualifi- 
cation. First, the placement of wind flags 
may only be accomplished when a range 
official announces “the range will be 
closed for —- minutes/hours for the 
placement of wind flags”. Bolts must be 
out of any guns used as spotters for flag 
placement. It is important that you posi- 
tion your flag in such a way that they do 
not interfere with another shooter. It is 
required that the flags be no higher than 
the line of flight of the bullet nor interfere 
with anyone’s ability to see their target 
clearly, no matter what direction the flags 
may turn to. 

The rule book forbids you to be for- 
ward of the firing line at any time after the 
match has begun. There is one exception 
to this however. You may, with the range 
officers consent, adjust or move your 
wind flag until the warm-up match has 
been completed. This of course, would 
occur between relays only. If there is a 
need to adjust or move after the warm-up 
matches are completed ONLY range per- 
sonnel may be forward of the firing line 
or touch the wind flags at all. Finally, you 
must leave your wind flags until the end 
of a range aggregate even if you wish to 
gather them up and leave immediately. 
Taking them prior to that time would dis- 
qualify you. 

I hope this “primer for beginners” has 
been of assistance to you. It may have 
even refreshed the memory of those of 
you who have been in the game for some 
time.

Heavy Bench Committee: (Bill Brawand, 
Bud Welsh, Jerry Masker) 

Bill Brawand was present. Bill reported 
that the committee was pretty much in limbo 
in 1996. He said with the full shoot schedule 
it was difficult to try to get any club to run a 
Heavy Bench match. Bob White added that 
the Heavy Bench class was the first class of 
Benchrest competition and that we surely 
don’t want that class to fall by the wayside. 
He encouraged anyone with ideas to contact 
Bill or the other committee members with 
their ideas. A motion was made and seconded 
to retain the same committee members for 
1997. The motion carried unanimously. Bill 
Brawand will again serve as the Chairperson. 


Varmint Committee: (James Pretti, Bill 
Gebhardt, Brian Rubright) 

Bill Gebhardt and Brian Rubright were 
committee present. Bill Gebhardt reported 
that 1996 had been a fair year for turnout and 
participation. The major rule item brought up 
during the year concerned the legality of vari- 
ous sandbags. The committee and the 
Executive Board had determined that the 
Cordura and Leather bags are fully legal in the 
tules.

Score Committee: (Gary Vince 
Pastorella, and Randy Fritz) 

Randy Fritz gave a report for the commit- 
tee. There were 110 score shoots registered in 
1996 and over 3000 aggregates were fired. 
350 different individuals participated in score 
shooting. 11 new records were set in 1996. 
One new club-Lakeland Rifle and Pistol Club 
in Lakeland Florida has scheduled 4 matches 
in 1997. The match director is Hal Stata. 

Randy reported that the score committee 
had submitted two agenda items that will be 
voted on later in the meeting. He also report- 
ed that the committee would be reviewing a 
recommendation with the Board of Directors 
in the Board of Directors meeting. The rec- 
ommendation is to permit NBRSA members 
to compete in the IBS Hunter Class with rifles 
meeting the NBRSA requirements (the 
NBRSA permits the use of custom repeater 
actions). (Note for information passing-The 
Score Committee presented the proposal to 
allow NBRSA members to use Stolle Kodiak 
actions in Hunter competition at IBS 
Registered matches and the Board of Directors 
approved the recommendation) 

President Bob White thanked Randy for 
the report and again reminded the membership 
present that concerns and ideas concerning 
score shooting should be reviewed with the 
Score Committee as the first stop. Bob asked 
Bill Creasy to present the Score Shooter 
Awards at this time. Bill and Martha Creasy 
keep the stats for the Score Shooting portion 
of the sport and have contributed significantly 
to how smoothly the Score Shooter of the year 
program runs.

Weaver nominated Jack Lewis and Dick 


Long, 


Grosbier nominated Ted Parecco to represent 
the southern shooting contingent. Bill Creasy 
noted that the score records approval commit- 
tee should remain as a three member commit- 
tee to maintain continuity. Bob White called 
for a vote to accept Randy Fritz, Gary Long, 
Vince Pastorella, Ted Parecco, Dwight Furrow 
and Jack Lewis as the Score committee for 
1997. Vote to retain these six individuals as 
the Score Committee passed unanimously. 

Bob White indicated that this would be a 
good time to step back to the Varmint area of 
shooting and explain that there are two 
Shooter of the Year award systems in Group 
Shooting. The IBS has a Group Shooter of 
the Year award that is sponsored by Bill 
Brawand and Clarence Hammonds and Jim 
Pretti maintains the stats for the award. 
Attending registered two day IBS Group 
Shoots accumulates points for the award. 10 
Points are obtained for attending a weekend 
shoot. 10 more points are earned for each 
aggregate completed. One point is earned for 
each individual beat in each aggregate. Dave 
Brennan and Precision Shooting sponsor the 
other Group Shooter of the Year award. It use 
a point system for performance at The Cactus 
Classic, The Crawfish, The Super Shoot, The 
IBS 200/300 Yard Championships, The 
NBRSA 4 Gun Championships and the IBS 4 
Gun Championships. The Rookie of the Year 
award is sponsored by the IBS and individuals 
competing in the first two years of registered 
Benchrest Shooting are eligible to participate. 
Jim Pretti tallies points for this award. A 
shooter can only win this award once. 

Bob White announced that Jeff Barnes 
won Rookie of the Year award the 1996. 
Charles Yingst had tallied more points and it 
was Charlie’s second year of competition but 
he was ineligible since he won the award in 
1995. 

Bob announced that he did not have the 
complete Group Shooter of the Year stats with 
him, but that he did know who won first and 
second place. Charles Yingst placed second 
and Bob White won the IBS Group Shooter of 
the Year Award for the fourth time. Bill 
Brawand presented Bob with his plaques. 


1000 YD Committee: (Greg McGee, Steve 
Miller, Clay Spencer, Chuck Bass, John 
Seaman and Bill Shehane - Chairperson) 
Bill Shehane gave the 1000 Yard 
Committee report. He asked Rob Richey to 
give a short report on the status of the range 
being built on the land that Rob donated for 
that purpose. Rob said that the range would be 
ready for use before the first registered match 
in April 1997. The range is about 50 minutes 
from Washington DC. Bill thanked Rob for 
his report and his kind donation. Bill then 
reported that the two registered clubs had run 
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25 registered matches in 1996 and 1800 aggregates had been fired. A new club in El Paso Texas 
will be joining the IBS in 1997 and there will be registered matches there. Bill reported that 170 
competitors contested the 1000 Yard IBS Nationals at Hawk’s Ridge over a two day period in 
September.

Jim asked 
that the nominating committee’s names be 
published for reference. |The nominating 
committee consists of Jim Borden, Bill 
Brawand and Dennis Collins. 


PRECISION SHOOTING MAGAZINE 
REPORT: 

President Bob White reminded the group 
in attendance that the Precision Shooting 
Report is not given by a committee from the 
IBS since the magazine is a separate corpora- 
tion. Bob said he wanted to make clear that 
Precision Shooting is the official journal of the 
IBS, but the IBS has responsibility for only 
eight pages of the magazine. The IBS has 
about 1300 members and Precision Shooting 
has a circulation of over 15,000. Bob also 
informed the group that Dave has two roles 
with Precision Shooting-his major role is 
being the Editor of the magazine and in that 
job he is responsible to the PS Board of 
Directors and stockholders. His second role is 
IBS Editor for the eight IBS pages (ten pages 
including the 1000 yard report). Dave took on 
that role in the early 1980’s when the previous 
editor of the IBS section of the magazine was 
no longer able to do the job. Dave has done 
that job with a very meager compensation and 
has declined raises for about 14 years. Dave 
has also offered that anytime anyone else 
wants to have the job of IBS Editor; he would 
gladly step down. Bob reported that he is in 
routine contact with Dave and Dave is quick to 
respond to thoughts and concerns that have 
been passed on by members. Bob asked Dave 
Brennan if he would give a report on what was 
going on at PS. Dave Brennan gladly agreed 
to give the report. Dave said that in giving the 
report he would be wearing two hats-one is the 
hat as editor of Precision Shooting, the second 


hat is IBS Editor. Dave said he felt that many 
IBS Members are not familiar with the history 
of Precision Shooting magazine and that in 
fact many members have the mistaken concept 
that IBS and PS are one and the same. Dave 
reported that the magazine preceding 
Precision Shooting was named “Shooter’s 
News” and was edited by Phil Teachout and 
Larry Moore. Shooter’s News was combina- 
tion of Benchrest, Highpower, Rimfire. The 
magazine had difficult financial times and 
folded in 1955. A group of primarily 
Benchrest Shooters got together in 1956 and 
formed a new corporation and _ began 
“Precision Shooting” with Phil Teachout as 
editor. The first issue was May 1956. The 
first half of the magazine was smallbore and 
highpower and the second half was benchrest. 
The benchrest organization was the NBRSA. 
In 1970 a schism developed in the benchrest 
world. The IBS split off from the NBRSA. 
Two primary issues existed at the time of the 
split. The first was that the NBRSA wanted to 
establish a national Range at Tulsa Oklahoma. 
The second issue was that the NBRSA wanted 
to take an offer from Rifle magazine, a part of 
the Wolfe publications group to become the 
official journal of the NBRSA. Shooters pri- 
marily in the Northeast of USA did not like 
either idea. Rifle magazine was a commercial 
publication at the time and Precision Shooting 
was made up of stockholders who were pri- 
marily benchrest shooters. NBRSA went with 
Rifle magazine in 1970. In 1977 the NBRSA 
left Rifle magazine and came back to PS. In 
1988 the NBRSA again left PS and formed 
their own magazine. Now, as of January 1, 
1997, the NBRSA has abandoned its own pub- 
lication and has gone with a commercial pub- 
lication once again. Dave said that he was not 
reporting this to be down on the NBRSA, but 
to relate that while that benchrest organization 
had made a number of moves with its official 
journal, the IBS and PS had enjoyed a very 
peaceful 27 years of coexistence. 

Dave reported that there would be a new 
printer beginning in March 1997. This change 
has been required due to the quality of print- 
ing of pictures and problems with errors in 
content as printed by the current printer. The 
individual that had served us so well over the 
years retired January 1, 1996. The new print- 
er is about 10 minutes from the Precision 
Shooting office and there will be many oppor- 
tunities to proof the magazine before it is pub- 
lished. Dave reported that circulation is over 
17,000 at the current time. Precision Shooting 
GIVES IBS 10 pages. We pay nothing for the 
10 pages. The money that we pay PS is for 
subscribing to the whole magazine. The mag- 
azine has become commercially successful. 
There are 60 articles waiting to be printed and 
of the 60 there only two that are related to 
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Benchrest. Dave said that he cannot print 
what he does not have and that he would like 
to get more benchrest articles. He encouraged 
members present to send him articles. Dave 
reported that the 1000 yard individuals have 
worked with him very well. Dave said he 
would now take off his PS hat and put on his 
IBS hat. He says there are two schools of 
thought from the IBS members. One was that 
we want to see match reports as soon as we 
can. The second is that the reporting should 
be as thorough as possible. Dave reported that 
the two do not go together. There is limited 
space and the shoots mostly occur between 
April and November. Piles of shoot reports 
come in at the same time and he attempts to 
print them as they come. 

Dave said that he would do what he is told 
to do in the IBS Section. The IBS members 
are his boss in this section and he will do what 
the members want. If a preponderance of 
members want detailed match reports then that 
is what he will do. If the majority want to see 
all of the match reports as quickly as possible, 
then that is what he will do. Dave said that he 
gets $150.00 a month to deliver 10 camera 
ready pages to the printer on time each month. 
He said that if someone wants the job, he 
would be delighted to let him or her do it. He 
only asks that the individual have the 10 cam- 
era ready pages to him before the deadline 
each month. Dave opened the floor to ques- 
tions and addressed the few questions that 
were asked. 

Robert White asked for a motion to accept 
the Committee Reports. Ted Parreco made a 
motion to accept the reports and Edna White 
seconded. Motion passed unanimously. 


OLD BUSINESS: 

Temporary rules passed at the 1996 meet- 
ing and used for the 1996 competitive year 
were acted on to determine if they would 
become permanent rules. 

1. (Submitted by the IBS Score Committee) 
Change IBS Rulebook Number 9, 
Section VI, Paragraph C, 

Subparagraph 2) to the following: 
C.Rifles- Hunter and Varmint Hunter 
2) Rebarreling, restocking and spe- 
cial triggers are permitted. 
Operating safeties are optional. 

Ted Parreco made a motion to accept tem- 
porary rule as a permanent rule. Howie Levy 
seconded the motion. Motion carried unani- 
mously. 


2. Submitted by Jim Borden and Bill 
Gebhardt) 
Change IBS Rulebook number 9, Section 
Il, Paragraph H, 
Subparagraphs 3,5 and 7 to the following: 
H. Drawing for Benches 
3) Bench drawn will be used for all 
matches fired in a single Range 
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aggregate. Competitors will rotate 
a predetermined Number of 
benches for a second range aggre- 
gate in the Same class of competi- 
tion. Clubs will have the option of 


Requiring rotation between 
aggregates of different classes. 
Examples: 


Day 1 is HV100 and LV100; Day 
2 is HV 200 and LV 200 
Option|!: Competitors use same 
bench for HV 100 and LV 100 and 
then rotate a predetermined number 
of benches and use the same bench 
for HV 200 and LV 200. 

Option 2: Competitors draw for 
HV 100 yard bench, rotate a pre- 
determined number of benches 
for LV 100, rotate a predeter- 
mined number of benches for HV 
200, rotate a predetermined num- 
ber of benches for LV 200. 

5) At Championship Tournaments 
(IBS HV/LV/SP/HB 
International | Championships, 
IBS 200/300 Yard HV/10 1/2# 
International Championships, and 
the IBS Score International 
Championships at 100/200 and 
200/300 yards) a system of bench 
rotation will be used, whereby 
each competitor shall draw by lot 
his/her competitor or bench num- 
ber for the first event of each day 
or at each range and for each fol- 
lowing match shall move a prede- 
termined number of benches. 
He/she may be assigned the same 
competitor number for all subse- 
quent classes of competition at 
the same tournament. 

7) Rotation of benches during an 
aggregate will only be used at 
International Championships reg- 
istered by the IBS. 

President Bob White gave a short report on 
the vote that had been taken at each Nationals 
this past year regarding the issue of bench 
rotation. The vote is as follows:

200/300 Score 9 28 
100/200 Score 19 42 
100/200 Group 6 94 
TOTAL 41 215 


Jim Borden said that this particular agenda 
item had caused a great deal of strife with in 
the organization, as there are very strong opin- 
ions about the merits of both methods of rotat- 
ing. Jim said that in the interest of preventing 
a schism in the organization, that he would 
propose that the clubs sponsoring the matches 
be allowed to determine what type of rotation 


they would use. Jim pointed out that the score 
section of the rulebook would need to be 
changed as it requires all clubs holding grand 
aggregate shoots to rotate. A considerable 
amount of discussion ensued ranging from the 
benefits of each type of rotation to complaints 
that the organization is not adhering to printed 
rules. 

Jim Borden made a motion to amend the 
agenda item to modify Section VI Paragraph E 
sentence 3 to: 

3) Any. tournament with Grand 
Aggregates must utilize stationary 
backers and may use bench rotation 
when so elected by the host club. 

Michelle Sutton seconded the motion. 
Considerable discussion ensued and Bob 
White asked for recess for lunch. 

Meeting was reconvened after lunch and 
discussion on the rotation issue continued. A 
group of the score shooters were concerned 
that if it was left to the clubs to decide on rota- 
tion that some clubs would not rotate at all. So 
Michelle Sutton withdrew her second of the 
motion on the floor and Jim Borden withdrew 
the motion. Jim Borden made a new motion 
as follows: 

Modify Section VI, paragraph E sub- 

paragraph 3 to say: 

3) Rotation of a prespecified number 
of benches after each individual 
match shall be used at IBS 
Championship Tournaments. 
Some form of bench rotation will 
be at Grand Aggregate Tour- 
naments. The type of rotation 
will be at the discretion of the 
Host Club. Stationary backers 
will be used at all Grand 
Aggregate Tournaments. 

Michelle Sutton seconded the 

motion. Discussion again ensued on 

how to inform people of what type of 
rotation would be used. Bill Creasy 
agreed to figure out a way to get the 
type of rotation to be used included 
with the schedule. Bob White called 
for a vote on the item and it passed 
unanimously. 

3. (Submitted by Michelle Sutton) 
Change IBS Rulebook Number 9, 
Section III, Paragraph M, subpara- 
graph 4 to the following: 
M. Conduct of Tournament 
4). Preparation and use of Forms 

The statistician shall have supervision and 
control of any statistical forms used in the 
conduct of the tournament, and shall be 
responsible for all entries made therein. In the 
event that any entry of a scoring figure shall 
prove to be in error, the statistician shall make 
a correction.

Change IBS Rulebook Number 9, Section 
V, Paragraph E, subparagraph 3 to: 
3) Official Scorer 
Change to: 

a) All targets questioned by the target 
detail shall be compared with the 
moving backer. If they are less than 
the required number of shots, the 
target shall be presented to the ref- 
erees for their decision. 

b) delete 

c) The Official Scorer shall determine 
the widest shots and indicate them 
by marking a line extending 
approximately an inch from a point 
1/8" beyond the outer margin of 
the widest shots. then shall operate 
and read the measuring device and 
mark the widest measurement 
clearly and boldly at a predeter- 
mined place on the face of the tar- 
get. All targets for one match shall 
be scored by the same person.

Bob White read the above items and indicat- 
ed that they were basically administrative items 
and he called for a vote to accept these items as 
written. The vote to accept was unanimous. 

Bob White reported that Tim O’Mara had 
volunteered at last year’s meeting to work on 
a flyer for the IBS. Tim has worked on the 
item and has a proposed flyer. Bob said that 
he asked Tim to work on this item with the 
Executive Board. 


NEW BUSINESS: 

The following items were reviewed and 
voted on as rule changes to be tried for one 
year in 1997, 


1. Change General Instructions read by the 
Range Officer under paragraph (C) to read: 
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All actions shall remain open and 
bolts to the rear of action with no 
loaded cartridge on the loading 
ramp or in the chamber until the 
command of commence fire is given 
by the range officer. 

Ted Parreco made a motion to reject 
this item. Carl Baker seconded. Heated 
discussion followed. Many individuals 
reported that this item was being presented 
because of a habit that some shooters have 
developed. They are putting a loaded 
round in the ramp or in the chamber before 
the commence fire command has been 
given and it is felt that a safety issue exists 
with this practice. Bob White called for 
the vote and there were 10 in favor of 
rejecting and a vast majority opposed to 
rejecting this agenda item. 

Bob Sicina made a motion to accept the 
agenda item as written and Paul Myers 
seconded. The motion carried. 

2. Change the design of the current 2 bull 
300 yard score target to one having 5 
record bulls and | sighter bull. The new 
target will be shot and scored the same as 
the current 100 yard and 200 yard targets. 

Bob Lembo made a motion to accept 
and John Dyott seconded. There was a 
question about target color and it was 
noted that the current 300 yard targets are 
red. Gary Long brought up that color 
blind individuals had extreme difficulty 
using red targets. A discussion about dif- 
ferent options occurred. It was decided 
that a few black targets would be printed 
and held for use by color blind individuals. 

The motion carried with only a few 
votes opposing. 

3. Recognize a 100/200/300 yard score 
aggregate for the purposes of an IBS sanc- 
tioned record. 

Bruce Kunze made a motion to accept as 
written. Bill Brawand seconded. Motion car- 
ried with stipulation that record is not estab- 
lished until the new aggregate has been con- 
tested at least twice. 

Dick Johnson suggested that an AD Hoc 
committee be formed to look at long range 
growth and planning to improve image in 
press, etc. 

Bill Brawand talked about the committee 
meetings that were held on the evening of 
1/10/97. He felt that they were very good and 
that more meetings like that need to be held. 
He also said that the group shooting end of the 
organization was not holding up their end. 
More needs to be done to make it easier on 
shooters to attend matches and to encourage 
participation. Bob white commented that 
things need to be done to look at format to 
reduce the marathon that the weekend match- 
es have become. 

Judy Feldman suggested that there be two 


meetings a year to reduce anger and 
“blowouts”. It might help communication and 
allow venting during the year. 

There were comments on ballots and why 
some individuals did not receive them. Bob 
White has talked with Dave Brennan about 
including in the magazine. It was determined 
that this could cause considerable problems, 
as 17,000+ individuals would get ballots and 
only 1300 to 1400 have the right to vote. It 
was felt that one of the reasons for missing 
ballots is that the ballots are sent on postcards 
during early December and that all mail ser- 
vice in December seems to suffer. It was sug- 
gested that mailing the ballots in #10 business 
envelopes could help ensure that the ballots 
get delivered. There was also some discussion 
that there are concerns that voters could be 
identified with the current ballots. Joan 
Borden suggested that the ballots get mailed 
earlier in November and that they be mailed in 
#10 business envelope. Martha Creasy fur- 
ther suggested that an envelope addressed 
back to IBS be included with a place on the 
back for the member to sign and put member 
#. The anonymous ballot could then be placed 
in the return envelope. 

Michelle Sutton commented that the 
Executive Board needs to address the concerns 
of Bob Demonstoy and Painted Post. It is not 
fair to pas a new record for one day two gun 
aggregates and eliminate the clubs holding 
metric matches from having the ability to have 
the records set. Michelle said we need to get 
the club back on line and resolve the issue of 
the one day two gun records. 

Michelle also reported that a printer near 
her could print and sort the targets for match- 
es with the competitor number and rotation 
information already on the target. Michelle 
also asked the Executive Board to reinstate the 
committee that had existed to determine how 
the organization should help clubs. 

Bob White said that clubs had been 
approaching him on what did they need to do 
to host matches. Also, some questions arose 
on having a weekend match be registered as 
NBRSA one day and IBS the next. 

Bob also wanted to pass along info from a 
letter that a concerned shooter had given him. 
The shooter listed the following items as con- 
cerns: 

1) Quarterly financial report should be distrib- 
uted 

2) Should allow members to pay $10 and not 
get PS 

3) Stop paying for President Shoot fees 

4) Have two meetings per year versus one 

Edna White made a motion to adjourn the 
meeting. Second by Paul Creasy. All were 
in favor. 

Meeting adjourned at 2:50PM.
